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INTRODUCTION 

On the 113 rolls of this microfilm publication are reproduced 
the records of Case VI, United States of America v. Carl Kranch 
et al. (I. G. Farben Case), 1 of the 12 trials of war criminals 
conducted by the U.S. Government from 1946 to 1949 at Nuernberg 
subsequent to the International Military Tribunal (IMT) held in 
the same city. These records consist of German- and English- 
language versions of official transcripts of court proceedings, 
prosecution and defense briefs and statements, and defendants' 
final pleas as well as prosecution and defense exhibits and 
document books in one language or the other. Also included are 
minute books, the official court file, order and judgment books, 
clemency petitions, and finding aids to the documents. 

The transcripts of this trial, assembled in 2 sets of 43 
bound volumes (1 set in German and 1 in English), are the re¬ 
corded daily trial proceedings. Prosecution statements and briefs 
are also in both languages but unbound, as are the final pleas 
of the defendants delivered by counsel or defendants and sub¬ 
mitted by the attorneys to the court. Unbound prosecution 
exhibits, numbered 1-2270 and 2300-2354, are essentially those 
documents from various Nuernberg record series, particularly the 
NI (Nuernberg Industrialist) Series, and other sources offered 
in evidence by the prosecution in this case. Defense exhibits, 
also unbound, are predominantly affidavits by various persons. 

They are arranged by name of defendant and thereunder numerically, 
along with two groups of exhibits submitted in the general interest 
of all defendants. Both prosecution and defense document books 
consist of full or partial translations of exhibits into English. 
Loosely bound in folders, they provide an indication of the order 
in which the exhibits were presented before the tribunal. 

Minute books, in two bound volumes, summarize the transcripts. 
The official court file, in nine bound volumes, includes the 
progress docket, the indictment, and amended indictment and the 
service thereof; applications for and appointments of defense 
counsel and defense witnesses and prosecution comments thereto; 
defendants' application for documents; motions and reports; uniform 
rules of procedures; and appendixes. The order and judgment 
books, in two bound volumes, represent the signed orders, judg¬ 
ments, and opinions of the tribunal as well as sentences and 
conaaitoent papers. Defendants' clemency petitions, in three bound 
volumes, were directed to the military governor, the Judge Advocate 
General, and the U.S. District Court for the District of Columbia. 
The finding aids summarize transcripts, exhibits, and the official 
court file. 

Case VI was heard by U.S. Military Tribunal VI from August 14, 
1947, to July 30, 1948. Along with records of other Nuernberg 
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and Far East war crines trials, the records of this case are part 
of the National Archives Collection of World War II War Crimes 
Records, Record Group 238. 

The I. G. Farben Case was 1 of 12 separate proceedings held 
before several U.S. Military Tribunals at Nuernberg in the U.S. 
Zone of Occupation in Germany against officials or citizens of 
the Third Reich, as follows:

Authority for the proceedings of the IMT against the major 
Nazi war criminals derived frcm the Declaration on German 
Atrocities (Moscow Declaration) released November 1, 1943; 
Executive Order 9547 of May 2, 1945; the London Agreement of 
August 8, 1945; the Berlin Protocol of October 6, 1945; and the 
IMT Charter. 

Authority for the 12 subsequent'cases stemmed mainly from 
Control Council Law 10 of December 20, 1945, and was reinforced 
by Executive Order 9679 of January 16, 1946; U.S. Military 
Government Ordinances 7 and 11 of October 18, 1946, and Feb¬ 
ruary 17, 1947, respectively; and U.S. Forces, European Theater 
General Order 301 of October 24, 1946. Procedures applied by 
U.S. Military Tribunals in the subsequent proceedings were pat¬ 
terned after those of the IMT and further developed in the 12 
cases, which required over 1,200 days of court sessions and 
generated more than 330,000 transcript pages. 
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Formation of the I. G. Farben Combine was a stage in the 
evolution of the German chemical industry, which for many years 
led the world in the development, production, and marketing of 
organic dyestuffs, pharmaceuticals, and synthetic chemicals. To 
control the excesses of competition, six of the largest chemical 
firms, including the Badische Anilin 5 Soda Fabrik, combined to 
form the Interessengemeinschaft (Combine of Interests, or Trust) 
of the German Dyestuffs Industry in 1904 and agreed to pool 
technological and financial resources and markets. The two re¬ 
maining chemical firms of note entered the combine in 1916. In 
1925 the Badische Anilin & Soda Fabrik, largest of the firms and 
already the majority shareholder in two of the other seven com¬ 
panies, led in reorganizing the industry to meet the changfed^ 
circumstances of competition in the post-Korld War markets by 
changing its name to the I. G. Farbenindustrie Aktiengesellschaft, 
moving its home office from Ludwigshafen to Frankfurt, and merging 
with the remaining five firms. 

Farben maintained its influence over both the domestic and 
foreign markets for chemical products. In the first instance 
the German explosives industry, dependent on Farben for synthet¬ 
ically produced nitrates, soon became subsidiaries of Farben. Of 
particular interest to the prosecution in this case were the 
various agreements Farben made with American companies for the 
exchange of information and patents and the licensing of chemical 
discoveries for foreign production. Among the trading companies 
organized to facilitate these agreements was the General Anilin 
and Film Corp., which specialized in photographic processes. The 
prosecution charged that Farben used these connections to retard 
the "Arsenal of Democracy" by passing on information received 
to the German Government and providing nothing in return, contrary 
to the spirit and letter of the agreements. 

Farben was governed by an Aufsichtsrat (Supervisory Board of 
Directors) and a Vorstand (Managing Board of Directors). The 
Aufsichtsrat, responsible for the general direction of the firi^, 
was cha*ed by defendant Krauch from 1940. The Vorstand actually 
controlftl the day-to-day business and operations of Farben. 
Defendant Schmitz became chairman of the Vorstand in 1935, and 18 
of the other 22 original defendants were members of tho Vorstand 
and its component committees. 

Transcripts of the I. G. Farben Case include the indictment 
of the following 24 persons:

The prosecution charged these 24 individual staff members 
of the firm with various crimes, including the planning of ag¬ 
gressive war through an alliance with the Nazi Party and synchro¬ 
nization of Farben's activities with the military planning of 
the German High Command by participation in the preparation of 
the 4-Year Plan, directing German economic mobilization for war, 
and aiding in equipping the Nazi military machines.! The defend¬ 
ants also were charged with carrying out espionage and intel¬ 
ligence activities in foreign countries and profiting from these 
activities. They participated in plunder and spoliation of 
Austria, Czechoslovakia, Poland, Norway, France, and the Soviet 
Union as part of a systematic economic exploitation of these 
countries. The prosecution also charged mass murder and the 
enslavement of many thousands of persons particularly in Farben 
plants at the Auschwitz and Monowitz concentration camps and the 
use of poison gas manufactured by the firm in the extermination 


The trial of defendant Brueggemann was discontinued early 
during the proceedings because he was unable to stand trial on 
account of ill health. 
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of millions of men, women, and children. Medical experiments were 
conducted by Farben on enslaved persons without their consent to 
test the effects of deadly gases, vaccines, and related products. 
The defendants were charged, furthermore, with a common plan and 
conspiracy to commit crimes against the peace, war crimes, and 
crimes against humanity. Three defendants were accused of member¬ 
ship in a criminal organization, the SS. All of these charges 
were set forth in an indictment consisting of five counts. 

The defense objected to the charges by claiming that regula¬ 
tions were so stringent and far reaching in Nazi Germany that 
private individuals had to cooperate or face punishment, including 
death. The defense claimed further that many of the individual 
documents produced by the prosecution were originally intended as 
"window dressing" or "howling with the wolves" in order to avoid 
such punishment. 

\ 

The tribunal agreed with the defense in its judgment that none 
of the defendants were guilty of Count I, planning, preparation, 
initiation, and waging wars of aggression; or Count V, common 
plans and conspiracy to commit crimes against the peace and 
humanity and war crimes. 

The tribunal also dismissed particulars of Count II concerning 
plunder and exploitation against Austria and Czechoslovakia. Eight 
defendants (Schmitz, von Schnitzler, ter Meer, Buergin, Haefliger, 
Ilgner, Oster, and Kugler) were found guilty on the remainder of 
Count II, while 15 were acquitted. On Count III (slavery and mass 
murder), Arabros, Buetefisch, Duerrfeld, Krauch, and ter Meer were 
judged guilty. Schneider, Buetefisch, and von der Heyde also 
were charged with Count IV, membership in a criminal organization, 
but were acquitted. 

The tribunal acquitted Gajewski, Gattineau, von der Heyde, 
Hoerlein, von Knieriem, Kuehne, Lautenschlaeger, Mann, Schneider, 
and Wurster. The remaining 13 defendants were given prison terms 
as follows:

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All defendants were credited with time already spent in 
custody. 

In addition to the indictments, judgments, and sentences, the 
transcripts also contain the arraignment and plea of each defendant 
(all pleaded not guilty) and opening statements of both defense 
and prosecution. 

The English-language transcript volumes are arranged numer¬ 
ically, 1-43, and the pagination is continuous, 1-15834 (page 4710 
is followed by pages 4710(1)-4710(285)). The German-language 
transcript volumes are numbered la-43a and paginated 1-16224 (14a 
and 15a are in one volume). The letters at the top of each page 
indicate morning, afternoon, or evening sessions. The letter "C" 
designates commission hearings (to save court time and to avoid 
assembling hundreds of witnesses at Nuernberg, in most of the 
cases one or more connissions took testimony and received doc¬ 
umentary evidence for consideration by the tribunals). Two com¬ 
mission hearings are included in the transcripts: that for 
February 7, 1948, is on pages 6957-6979 of volume 20 in the 
English-language transcript, while that for May 7, 1948, is on 
pages 14775a-14776 of volume 40a in the German-language transcript. 
In addition, the prosecution made one motion of its own and, with 
the defense, six joint motions to correct the English-language 
transcripts. Lists of the types of errors, their location, and 
the prescribed corrections are in several volumes of the tran¬ 
scripts as follows:

The prosecution offered 2,325 prosecution exhibits numbered 
1-2270 and 2300-2354. Missing numbers were not assigned due to 
the difficulties of introducing exhibits before the commission 
and the tribunal simultaneously. Exhibits 1835-1838 were loaned 
to an agency of the Department of Justice for use in a separate 
matter, and apparently No. 1835 was never returned. Exhibits 
drew on a variety of sources, such as reports and directives as 
well as affidavits and interrogations of various individuals. 

Maps and photographs depicting events and places mentioned in 
the exhibits are among the prosecution resources, as are pub¬ 
lications, correspondence, and many other types of records.

The first item in the arrangement of prosecution exhibits is 
usually a certificate giving the document number, a short descrip¬ 
tion of the exhibits, and a statement on the location of the 
original document or copy of the exhibit. The certificate is 
followed by the actual prosecution exhibit (most are photostats. 
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but a few are mimeographed articles with an occasional carbon of 
the original). The few original documents are often affidavits 
of witnesses or defendants, but also ledgers and correspondence, 
such as:

In rare cases an exhibit is followed by a translation; in 
others there is no certificate. Several of the exhibits are of 
poor legibility and a few pages are illegible. 

Other than affidavits, the defense exhibits consist of news¬ 
paper clippings, reports, personnel records, Reichgesetzblatt 
excerpts, photographs, and other items. The 4,257 exhibits for 
the 23 defendants are arranged by name of defendant and thereunder 
by exhibit number. Individual exhibits are preceded by a certif¬ 
icate wherever available. Two sets of exhibits for all the 
defendants are included. 

Translations in each of the prosecution document books are 
preceded by an index listing document numbers, biased descriptions, 
and page numbers of each translation. These indexes often indi¬ 
cate the order in which the prosecution exhibits were presented 
in court. Defense document books are similarly arranged. Each 
book is preceded by an index giving document number, description, 
and page number for every exhibit. Corresponding exhibit numbers 
generally are not provided. There are several unindexed supple¬ 
ments to numbered document books. Defense statements, briefs, 
pleas, and prosecution briefs are arranged alphabetically by de¬ 
fendant's surname. Pagination is consecutive, yet there are 
many pages where an "a" or "b" is added to the numeral. 

At the beginning of roll 1 key documents are filmed from 
which Tribunal VI derived its jurisdiction: the Moscow Declara¬ 
tion, U.S. Executive Orders 9547 and 9679, the London Agreement, 
the Berlin Protocol, the IKT Charter, Control Council Law 10, 

U.S. Military Government Ordinances 7 and 11, and U.S. Forces, 
European Theater General Order 301. Following these documents 
of authorization is a list of the names and functions of members 
of the tribunal and counsels. These are followed by the tran¬ 
script covers giving such information as name and number of case, 
volume numbers, language, page numbers, and inclusive dates. They 
are followed by the minute book, consisting of summaries of the 
daily proceedings, thus providing an additional finding aid for 
the transcripts. Exhibits are listed in an index that notes the 
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type, number, and name of exhibit; corresponding document book, 
number, and page; a short description of the exhibit; and the 
date when it was offered in court. The official court file is 
summarized by the progress docket, which is preceded by a list of 
witnesses. 

Not filmed were records duplicated elsewhere in this micro¬ 
film publication, such as prosecution and defense document books 
in the German language that are largely duplications of the 
English-language document books. 

The records of the I. G. Farben Case are closely related to 
other microfilmed records in Record Group 238, specifically pros¬ 
ecution exhibits submitted to the I NTT, T988; NI (Nuernberg In¬ 
dustrialist) Series, T301; NM (Nuernberg Miscellaneous) Series, 
M-936; NOKW (Nuernberg Armed Forces High Command) Series, T1119; 

NG (Nuernberg Government) Series, T1139; NP (Nuernberg Propaganda) 
Series, M942; WA (undetermined) Series, M946; and records of the 
Brandt case, M887; the Milch Case, M888; the Altstoetter case, 
M889; the Pohl Case, M890; the Flick Case, M891; the List case, 
M893; the Greifelt case, M894; and the Ohlendorf case, M89S. In 
addition, the record of the IMT at Nuernberg has been published 
in the 42-volume Trial of the Major War Vrbrtimle Before the 
International Military Tribunal (Nuernberg, 1947). Excerpts from 
the subsequent proceedings have been published in IS volumes as 
Triale of War Criminals Before the Nuernberg Military Tribunal 
Under Control Council Lau No. 10 (Washington). The Audiovisual 
Archives Division of the National Archives and Records Service 
has custody of motion pictures and photographs of all 13 trials 
and sound recordings of the IMT proceedings.

Tho snm lo true for 

tho Rolch Association Iron (Rolcbsvoreinigaog S*«Qo)(rVE) sot up by 

the Rolch Minister of Economy t0Jk l£ay 29, 1942 

pursuant to tho tune legal provisions, flonjxilnsory noabora of 

tho Rolch Association Iron aro nl/lron producing otc. 

associations. Finally, nenbors also of tho ocononic group "Iron 

producing industry" - the statute of nhich was Issued pursuant to tho 

first docroc for carrying out the law daslgnod to 

prporo the organic structure of the 
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Goman Zconony dated 27 Sovonbor 1934 - wore, by order of the Reich 
llinistor of Zconony, all entrepreneurs and entorprlsoe that 
producod cortain product* in factorio* (see Poo. Books VI, 

VII, and VIII). 

Given these circunstancos and legal poaitlon, it ia not 
possible, I think, to talk about a voluntary union of the 
nonbora of those throe aaaociation*. Their nonbora can, 
thoroforo, not bo called to account, according, to crininal Inn, 
for tho crino* of the Oontrol Counoil Lao pursuant to tho 
special provision o), unless thoir jnrsonal participation 
in those cricoa is proved, in this caao ttoy are 
liable already according to tho provialone a to d).

la a resident of Frankfurt I have known the fanlly von 
Schnltrier Tory closely for aany ye^rs. Only during the war did I hare 
a chanco, through personal contacts, to becooe faalliar with 
Herr von Schnitrler's attitude with respect to ocoboolc and 
cultural natters In view of the f*ct that our tasks In business 
wero different and Frau von Schnltrier, up to that tlae, waa the 
principal peraon In our cultural connections. It was due to the coarse 
of events that the people of the sane way of thinking were brought 
tocether so that in 1943 I co-id ask a favor fron Herr von 
Schnltrier when In 1943 and 1944 he went to Spain and each tlae offorofl 
to trr.nsnlt aesta^es to ay son and his faally who were rosldln/: in 
Barcelona. At that tlae we had an opportunity to discuss our 
political views. I oust say that, durln, those discussions, I found 
Herr von Schnltrier to be an all out opponont to tho Hitler 
reel***, to such an extent that I was slaply surprised when told, 
nftor tho surrender, that Herr von Schnltxlor had boon a menbor of tho 
NSftlT (a fictlous aeabership which so aany persons of his kind In 
hlch oconoaic positions wero coapelled to submit to.)

I Inin. In this capacity I hare bocooo acquainted with Goo rg von 
Schnltxler officially a* well a* personally, I do not 
exactly reoobr the tine I net hln flr*t; It nay have been In 1933. 
I was Introduced to hln, ns far a* I can renenbor, by his 
wife who had stron. cultural interest nnd ,-»t in touch nith no 
for that purpose. To ny knowledge, she Participated In the 
publication of a periodical, titled "European Revue", and also in 
a cultural association, the "European Cultural Longue" but 
I do not renonber any longer in nhat capacity. Both lnstitutiono, 
as it is already shown by their titles, hod no nationalist alno 
but hod exclusively European and international tecdeoclee. 

2. ) In accordance with^heir belief, the Sdhnlt*ler fnoily nonbero 

carried on very extensive international connections. Most of the 
important foreign persons, especially econoalsts fron Ingland, 
France, Inerlca and other states associated with tho 
Schnitzler faally, I was present at nuaerous social nffalrs of t'.ir.t 
kind nnc* here ard there the consular representatives of theeo 
states nnd foreign artists wore also presont. for this was tho 
choice for ne to none into contact with these International 
circles from which I expected a great advantage for fee city 
of Frankfurt, 
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3. ) It tin* obvious that, in^he cour*e of these conversations, 

political subjects were also discussed in which I participated. 
Thin made it possible for ao to become frailiar with Herr von 
Schnitxler'e character aoi political thinking. I can only say . 
that Herr von Schnitzler was anythin, txit aSational Socialist. 

According to his origin, career and his position in tho 
oroctest industrial %ntorn, such r.n attitudo was sinply 
inconceivable. Towards ne he did not sake a socrot of his 
attitude ah all / for he knew that I repudiated the Gauleiter and 
this nan's and the Party's power politics. It is true that tho 
Gculeitor did not consider hia a Kati and tho foraor, in 
conversations with ao, usod to call hin tho filthldst name*, 

Ilka liboralist, capitalist, profitoor, halr-spllttor, otce. 

Tho Gauloitor, thoreforo, ave tho Schnltslor faally an outspoken 
ill reputation and indicated to ao that both Horr and Frau 
Schnltslor wore not to be trustod politically; he told ao that I 
nuat not associate with tho go people any aoro. I havo, of couruo, 
disregarded this prohibition bocauso I ostooaod both poreons no 
intellectually and aorally outstnndln, personalities and 
considered our asoociation o groat honor which nppearod to oo 
to bo an absolute necessity in the intorost of t .u olty. 

4. ) If Eorr von Schnltslor Joined the SI and lntor on tho Party (I 

do not roaeabor the exact time) it was not basod on a chan 
In his way of thinking and on inclination towards Sational 
Socialism, but was tho result of a certain preesuro duo to tho 
clrcunstances. The situation was such that, as a non-Party noabor, 
ho was constantly exposed to difficulties by Party members, as 
for oxraplo, questionings by the local BSDiP office etc. which 
in his position, as Director of tho I.0», bocnao sinply 
untenable. I aa therefore convinced that ho took this stop for 
p uroly tactical reasons in the Interest of the enterprise ho 
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reprooontcd # Ln order to protect this entoxpSso against the 
attacks by the Party. The aethership i* the SI can bo explained 
fron tho fact that Eerr too Schnit*ler had takon an absoluto social 
attitude, which . - ropiatodly cane to ny attention in 

conversations with hie. Moreover, fron ny onj knowledge I can only 
say that the social institutions of the I.G. wore oxcollont and 
oxooplary for its eoployees. 

5.) Els rotations to the Gauleiter were decidedly cool, if hot 

in 

bad. As I have statod before, he wasdefinitely/ disxeputoi 
fornor Gpuloitor Sponger. Uoroovor, I know fron conversations 
irith t’.io Gauleiter that tho lattor one greatly lndl. nant about 
Schnitslor 1 s ncgativo attitudo towards his desires and plans. Tho 
Gnuloltor', as fax ns I roaenbor, nnntod to (,ot *. a porsono, havln;: hie 
confidonco, into the lufsichtsrat of tho I.G.. It was lntondod for 
instr.nco, if I ronenbor correctly, to havo Wilholn Aviony adnittod. 
who nns tho Gouloitor's Mv*s#r and onjoyod his special confidenco. 

Tho gontlonon of tho I.G. objoctod nnd doclarod that in this cnso f-oy 
would trr.nsfor the central ofiicos of the I.G. to Borlln. Horr von 
Schnitslor, in conversations with no, ha* osprossod thoso troublos and 
I havo uxcod him not to carry out this idea by any noans sinco it would 
havo ooant a disaster for tho city of Frankfurt. 

I fi-.rthoraoro know fron n conversation with tho Gnuloltor that 
tho lattor hod the lntontion to conduct a "purge" in tho i.O.

6.) Oily the loss of the war hat prcvcntod the former Gauleitor 
Sproucor froa tha realisation of thote intentions which alto would 
havo jrnvoly ondacgered the city. 

An concomt Herr von Scholtlorti attitude towards the war itnoll, 
I err. only ocy that, in convoreations with bo, he condoanod and nont 
stronjly expressed his regret about tho war* In this connection 
ho told no that on hit trips to laerica ho had soon tho industrial 
capacity of Vvii country and that it was a Badness to fi^it against 
this Industrial capacity. Is a representative of the 
international trade ho also wns w^inst all aspirations of autarclvy 
and hao crllod thoso restrictions on trndo relation* harmful to tour 
own pcoplo. Uoroovor, ho repudiated idolf Eltlor with tho 
strongest words and called his conduct aadnoso. I know froo all 
thoso statosunta that Horr von Schnitxlor wnn oppotod to war. To no, 
ho never oontlonod a word of a plan for a possiblo war of agression 
and, in view of tho strict oocrocy of such plans, I deon it out of 
Tuostlon thr.t ho had knowledge tho roof. 

Concluding I liko to odd that She Hossioo Ministor for 
Donarifiootion, Bindor, has jubllthod a secret order, docrood by 
Sprongor in 1945, accord in-, to which all cltirons wore requested 
to report theso parsons who doubted tho successful ond of tho war, 
in order to render thoa harmless.

In 1940 I as arrested by tho 
Qistapo because of an offonso against Ssotion 2 of tho law 
cf 20 Deceubor 193o. Herr von Schnitzl r at once intorvoned 
most energetically on my behalf and succeeded, through 
attornoy-at-law odeoweiler, in getting .:e released from tho 
Gestapo custody pbndlng trial. It was only duo to Kerr 
von Schnitzlor that my conviction was reduced from l£ years, 
as had been requested, to 3 months.

This way of acting corresponded to *ho political attitude 
which I observed in Herr von Schnitzler's house during the 
years between 1935 and the end of the war.

During ny present stay in ?ronkfurt/Main I hear that Dr. Georg von . t 
Schnitrler, Uenber of the Centralvorstand of the IG Farbenindustrio A.G,, 
has been held in custody for 7 months pending trial. Therefore, I 
consider nyaolf hound in honor to do ay share towards clearing up 
the natter by submitting the following statement to the 
Asorica authorities: 

I. In a decade of National-Socialist rule Herr Georg von Schnitslor 
nover uttered one word of solidarity with 8ltional-Sooialle*j, 

on the contrary cony a one of nise pessimism. He 

enphaslned always his intellectual odd moral aloofnoo" in 
regard to the sore and more increasing dictatorship. About tho 
war, he once said to bo in 1942: "In the courso of tho 
world's history one generally was afraid of starting wars and 
had enough sense of responsibility also towards one's own 
people to break off hopeless wars at once. The strange thing 
about this crasy war is that Germany continues this nnr, 
although it was decided long ago, yes, already in the very 
beginning." 

II. In the circle of fiends of the house of von Schnittler I found 
no Hational-Socialist, rather many of its opponents. I mention 
onlyr Professor Beutler, the painter Max ^cckaann, the Boumnliotq 
Heiffenberg and Hausenstein, the writer Fried Luebbecke, and 

the number of Jewish friends of the house, B s tho two 
families Heinberg, the Herton family, eta.. The intercourse with 
these was kept up in a spirit of loyal friendship notwithstanding 
all the difficulties the Gauleiter made for Borr and 
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. 7 vcm v. Schnltsler on that account. 

III. T7hen I nyself, as a high ranking freenason, first lost ny 

professorship at the university In the first war sonoetor, and 
later on also tho chairaanship of the Chinn Institute, in 1942, 
oftor hard struggles with the Gauleiter, I and ay fnally (ny 
irlfe and 3 children) were senaced by the danger of financial 
chaos. Frau v. Schnltsler t in her capacity as weber of tho 
Yorstand of the China Institute, thereupon caused her husband to 
Intervene* Eerr Qeorg v* Schnlt.ler then prevailed upon tho 
CentralYorsiaftd At to Fnrtec in a plenary session to pay bo a 
rsnt by way of a lubvottion of Hit 50CW- a eonth, with tho 
stipulation of ny continued collaboration in tho scientific 
periodical “Sinlca*, poywat to bo effocted through tho China 
Institute. This ho did well knowing that hereby ho and IG 
Fa rbon publicly took sides against tho Oauloltor and thus, 
openly condonned his action of ousting no fron ny position.

I aa tho daughter of the Director (in nano only) of tho I.G, 
Farbeninduatry A.G., Dr. Mueller-Cunradi, who died in the yoar 1945, 

My father was an enployeo of the I.G. Farb on industry A.G. sinoe 1920, 
and aince 1933 was entrusted with the aanagoeont of tho Oppau plant. 

Since tho death of ny eothor and brothor I livod together with ny 
father constantly, and there naa a very oleao confidential relation¬ 
ship botwoon ay fathor and ayaolf. rfo frequently diaauaaod tho 
military and polSfcal situation of Goraany, and I kno* from thoao 
talks that ay fathor - as most of tho gontlccon of tho I.G. oan pro¬ 
bably confirm - was anabsoluto opponent of tho Hati rogimo. But of 
tho goosing of human beings at Auschwitx ny fathor novor mado any montlon 
at all to me. Hcmoror, later on he occasionally spoke about sorry 
conditions in tho eventration Conps, among those also at Auaohwitx. 

But he stressod tho fact that 
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everything was triod by tho I. G . to ease the lot of the instate* 
a* much as possible in *o far a* they were working in tho I.°. plant 
at Aueohwiti. My fathor spoke to no of gassing* at Auschwitz not 
oven as a rusnt 1 , and I aw sure that, duo to tho mentioned olose 
relations betwoen us, he would have spoken to no about this if he had 
known anything about it. 

I consider any statements according to ifcioh ny fathor is supposed 
to have spokon about gassing, and any participation whatsoever in 
this by the 1,0., as inpessible aoOording to ny most sinoero oon- 
rioticn.

■uoh a ocntract ogroonont would havo inposod largo demands ovon under 
noraal business oonditiccs. dxporienco teoohus first of all in 
oonnootion with such oontraots, that tho noro i a port ant partner - 
and that was in this oaso tho I, G . with a share of about 70 % in tho 
Tri-Partito-Cartol and about 65 % in tho Quadri-Partito-Cartol, - is 
ofton taotioally tho weaker party, and tho partner who hus to wake 
Kost soorLfioos in the oaso of oceproeiso solutions. But those dlfforoot 
agrooaonts actually did not function ixidcr ncrmal asor.onio conditions, 
qulto asido from tho politioal situation boginning in 1953, *h«y woro 
rather froa tho beginning of tho thirties on influancod by tho crisis 
in world economy, and tho changes oousod by it on tho sootor of inter¬ 
national ourrmoy oxohango. Particularly tho fri-Portito and tho Quadri- 
Partite-Cartol wero shaknn in thoir foimdaticns, for tho accounting 
of thowo agroootnts was basod on gold standard and thus on tho 
oxistaooo of stoblo oxohango oonditiens.

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th<-n this is dua first of all to Dr. ▼. S. Ho consistently follasod 
the road which tho Corsvi Pyo Industry had token imder his initiative 
at the beginning of tho 1920s d^spito tho ohangedd econonio conditions. 
It Is due to his talont in negotiating, his ability to make himself, 
acquainted with tho mortality and interests of tho other partners, his 
willingnoss to make generous compromises, and last but not loast ale# 
to tho ostoma and trust whioh was conceded to his fairnoss and loyal¬ 
ty, if tiao and again soluticcs oould bo found which safeguarded tho 
continued validity of tho agreements. 

Soopo and importance of this objoot booooos ovidont if c«o boors 
in mind that tho German dyo axpert boforo this war aaouatod to 10 % 
of tho net foroign oxohango income of tho entire German oomneroial 
oxport. Consolidation of a so important part in Gorman ooonomy within 
tho framework of long torn intorn.it icnal agrocmants oonstitutos a part 
of intornatiwal history of ooonwics, whioh is Inseparably tied up 
with tho no»> of Dr. v. S.

The function and aignificar.ee of the international agreements 
in the dyestuffs field have at tisea been explained as followai 


That the agreement »«e oonoluded on the part of the Coraana 
with tho intention cf keeping ±>wn tho industrial potential 


of other oountrioa in thia field of the organio ohonioal 
industry and that one of t\*» dominant ideas in rooonstruction 
of tho German dye industry aftor tho First rf orld War and its 
consolidation by intornatlonal agreements hid boon to 
further-» aubaequent diaputos by Germany in the fipl-d of 
power politics. 

Both explanations aro false. Anybody *ho is familiar with oonditiona 

in tho international dye industry kr.oas that Its dovolopnent in tho 

hooding t(words 

niddlo of tho tventior *as / - cceplote disaster as a rosult of 
tho diacropanoy in tho oxisting outputs, that tho ehoioo, as alroady 
anphasUod abovo, was only that of a struggle until tho loss 
officiant producers succuabed and tho outputs inflated after tho 
First "orId t»ar wore in thia way olininated or olao an agreement 
with voluntary limitations, and limitations of Garmon industry itself. 
It was neither tho German intention to aooufe a monopolistic 
domination of the markot nor did the agreenenta lead to monopolistic 
tendencies in praotiao. ^hat wo intended to aohieve, and what was 
achieved, was to eliminate a state of depression along with its fore¬ 
seeable consequences. 
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And the aeoond explarattco likewise neglects the true state of 
affairs. If there was any industry in Germany which had every reason 
to hope that no now ailitary developments would arise it was the 
German dye industry. The German dye industry had again worked i^> to 
a loading position in the world after 1918 and consolidated this 
through a long-term regulation of tho market. It had everything to 
lose and nothing to gain from new ailitary complications. Nothing 
could arise that would be worse for the naintenance of what hod boon 
achieved and for the results of 20 years of rooonstruotion work than 
a new war. Dr, v. S. in particular possessed this olear and sober 
knowlodgo, and from many ocoversaticns I know that he foarod that 
the foroign policy of the Third Roioh could load to military oom- 
plioaticns. When I sought out Dr. v. S. in his office on tho morning 
of 1 Soptosber 1939 ho gavo me his hand, deoply shaken, with the words. 
"Tho work of a lifetime is new collapsing. How is emo ovor to build 
up again what is now falling in ruins?" 

At tho apex of tho military succossos of tho Third Roioh - at 

the end of 1940, boginning of 1941 - whon tho I,O', was asked by Gorman 

government authorities for its opinion regarding tho reorganization 

of the Europosn oheoioal industry tho I ,G. adopted tho viewpoint 

that it was impossible and absurd to try to faroe book the ooor.omio 

developments of the last twenty years and roostablish tho position 

whioh Germany held in tho dye field before the First World War. What 

had happened since 1918 should be aocopted as an unaltorablo foot or. 

In which connection, however, it was important to make an effort 
to provoot misdireotions cf non and oapital,suoh os had ocourrod nftor 
the First World War, in &<wope espeoiolly. In acccrdonoo with this 
basio attitudo the I.O., in an agroeeent with tho Czooh dye industry 
of March 1941 as well as in the reorganisation of its relationship 
to the French dye industry in Novoaber 1941, guaranteed both partners 
a voluae of business equal to the status quo of tho prfwar poriod. 

This is not the aotion of one 
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■taoao own eountry la at the heigrt of lta nilitary successes, who 
wo* willing to pay the prloe of war for the opportunity to expand it* 
cwn oooncelo positions.

In 1929 v. S, Goman C«jai B sionor Gonoral for tho *orld 
Exhibition in Baroolona and roprjonntod Goreany at that tic*>, which 
was exhibiting oxcoploa of ton years of peaooful rooenstruotion work. 

In British industrial olrolos Dr. v. S. is woll known outaido 
of tho field of dye ohoaiatry, ospooially as a portioipont in tho 
Ar.glo-Gorman industrial oonforonoea in tho boginning of 1939. Ihoao 
negotiations ooioidod with tho tioo of the Gornan ontry into PToguo 
and rcaainod without any positive result. Thoy woro one of tho 
last attenpts to losaon or bridgo over tho political tenaiena, 
oxieting at tho tiao # through privato businoss nogotiatiane and 
arrangcraonts and thus to savo tho peaotf. 
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I shall summarise ay opinion of his character and his aotivity 

as follows: - 

1) IV. r. S. worked for about twenty years for international oooporation 
in tho Industrial field. International understanding in the; dye¬ 
stuffs field is, so to say, his lifo work. This oooporation re¬ 
dounded as nuoh*to Germany 1 s profit as to tho advantage of his 
foreign partners and over and abovo that it proved to bo in tho 
interests of regulating world eoononio relations. 

2) Tho oonsistont obsarvanco of such a policy of international oooporation 
is in looping with his entire character as a nan.

3) Dr. v. S. is a nan who seeks to adjust diverging intorosts by moans * 
of "give and tako" and oonproniso. At tines roadior to ecopromiso 

than his oolleaguos or partnors wore willing to oonsidor opportuno. 

Dieinolinod to fighting, not owt of look of oourago, but frea tho 
oonviotion that in tho long rim more oanbe aohiovod/forboaranoo, 
compromise and arguments of roasen and Jus tic o than by playing up 
real or supposed positions of powor. As a rosult of this intellectual 
attitudo temptod at tinos to proeeod along paths whioh appoarod for 
tho moment to offer tho loast rosistanoo. 

4) Anything but a "Katiccal Sooialist", Among frionds and confidantos 
full of oritioiscs of tho roprohonsiblo phonaaana of tho Third Reioh. 
Ready to help out at hane and abroad when thoso phenceiena brought 
non into danger end dlstross or 
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exposed material or intellectual intorosta to oppeossico. During tho 
firat years after 1935 i=*r ^eaod by the idoa, like ao many Germane — 
cany of whom are no longor willing to adr.it it today — that all 
oritioiaa by bystanders waa uaolosa and that tho Noticnal *ooioliat 
rovoluticc, with all of ite ovil nonifoataticr.B and aooooponying 
oirouewtanoos, oould only be diverted into an 'ovolution" if oritioiam 
oajae from the Party inateod 08 being dirootod at tho Party. Motivated 
by suoh idoaa in Joining the and the Party, This idoa proved to be 
wrong in ita practical posaibilitioa and hia diaillueiomont about 
thla was do looa groat than that about hia unfulfilled hopes that the 
rest of tho world would oall tho bluff of tho Third Roioh's foroign 
polioy at a timo whon the worat oould atill bo frovontod, 

6) Por almost 25 yoara I was a very oloeo aaaiatant of hia in tho fitld 
of dyeatuffa. Tho hiorarohy, division of authority and administrative 
structure of tho 1.0. nooossarily limit my judgment in buainoea 
mattora to this part cf tho firm's field of aotivity. My knoslodgo 
of hia work in tho aph^.o of responsibility of tho Voratand and othor

The broken agreoaont with Trance. 

The organisation at the top of the Geraan chanical Industry, tho 
"Association for the preservation of the interests of the chonical 
industry of Germany" held its ns in nesting of thie year on 17 Soptoubor 
at Kissingon. A large nunber of delegates caco froa all parts of the 
Hoioh. Tho chalroan. Professor Dr. Dulsberg, opened the cootie and 
pointed out that whereas last year's aoetlng was a jxiroly business 
nooting, owing to the econonic battle of tho Huhr.this yoar the 
association had dared to aeet again in tho traditional way. Ho 
doecribod tho present econonic situation as oxtrenoly bad. Tho persons 
responsible for the Versailles Treaty now harvest tho fruit of thoir 
unoconoaic way of doalii** and tninking. But at least tho basis for 
any hoalthy oconoay, tho currency, was sottlod as if by a nlraclo. 

Tho spoakor then dealt in detail with tho far too heavy burdons of tho 
Dawoo Plan and tho London Pact and in particular with thoir application 
to tho chonical Industry. Ho complained bitterly that tho Goman 
chonical industry had been sacrificed in Loaion in favor of tho 
innodiato evacuation of the bortuund district, b; oxtoadix*; tho under¬ 
takings to deliver dyostuffs and pharaacv-utical products, which expirod 
on 10 January 1925, by 3$ years, i.o. until 15 X\igO0% 1928. 

Goholurat Duisbor.. then reported in dotail on tho agreonont which 
tho Goman dyestuffs industry had concludod three years ego 
rival, tho Trench dyostuffs factory "Coapupdo Sationalo" . Prou tho 
beginning the agroooont had workod to tho setisfaction of both partios, 
as it was booed on a policy of connon sense and good faith. Only during 
tho fight over tho Ruhr hrd it been interrupted by nutual agreonont. 
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Whoa tho fira of luhlnann at Lille acquired the shares of tho 
Confegoie Satlonale whlca tho flra had taken up, the representatives 
of tho adjalni■ trativs couccll (Vorwaltua^sret) of this flra toro up. 
tho egreeaent as if It had boon a scrap of paper, on a very woak 
protoxt and with the victor 1 a arroganco of a Polncar*. Tho inability 
on tho part of Gomany to gat recognition at tho Salno Court for an 
sgreeaont which was Incontestable fro- a Juridical point of vlow, 
was usod by tne others to exact favorable conditions. Vhon wo 
rofusod because it touched our very existence, this agroonont, which 
was to bring about peace anong the belllgorsnts also in tho ocononic 
field, was torn up. As tho Trench woro afraid that wo would sot 
dollvor to then the dyestuffs necessary for tholr toxtllo industry 
aft or 10 January 1926, they donanied an extension of tho torn of 
dollvory. Unfortunately, our roprcsuntr.tlvos In London a.rood to 
this oxtonslon to tho dotrlnent of the Coroan dyestuffs industry, 
although thoy wore wsll acquainted with the situation. 

In another respect too the chenlcal industry was troatod in 
Paris and London worso than othor fields of industry. According to 
ostlncteo which It is possible to nako in this field it has boon 
dotornlned that the 8 % of 6000 ulllloas » 400 uillions, with which 
it Is proposed to burdai the c h emical industry, has boon sot too high 
by 20 to 25 £.

The decision to extened deliveries of Geman dyestuffs and 
colors of another 3j years (beginning 1 January 1925)> taken at 
the London conference at the insistence of France, has proven 
anew that the ouch advertised independence of the various 
national industries has not yet cade such progress, but that they 
■make use of every available means to exert pressure (in this case, 
through the liberation of Dortmund) in order to obtain for them¬ 
selves a necessary period for development at i * expense of others. 
This is the explanation for the exccst vely high customs duty 
(ad valorem and weight) on dyestuffs laports into the United 
States, the regulations for the issue of licenses in England, or 
tho German reparations of up to one fourth of our current production. 
The consumers in France and in other countries are informed monthly 

of the amount of this production by tho Separations Commission. 

% 

Since the center of resistance to » the cancellation of the 
German urvierUkings to make these deliveries is in France, a 
survey of the total picture of the French dyestuff industry,which 
really only came into being in 1917, is horc indicated. 

On 31 January 1917 the Cenpagnlo :.ationale dos Latlcres 
Golorantes et de3 i~rodults Chieiqucs, with a business capital of 
LO Lillicn Franca, was founded with the help of the Government 
who were motivated by defense considerations. Until the end of 
the war, the raw materials and intermediates which were needed by 
the company, were mostly supplied by America, since the only 
company in the country which existed at that time and which pro¬ 
duced these products, the Societe' Anonyme des i£tdere3 Colorantes 
et rroduits Chidques, was itself dependent on German and British 
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supplies, and later on produced then only in insufficient quantities. 
The branches of the Oman factories, i.e. of Leopold Cassella L Co., 
and of Agfa-in Lyons, of the Badische Anilin 4 Sodafabrik in Seu- 
ville-sur-Saone, of Eayer-Leverkusen and '-eiler-ter-lker near Lille, 
of the Hoechater Farbwerken in Creil, did the final processing only 
in France, since the protection afforded by the rranch patent laws, 
as well as the high custom duties on finished products, made the 
import of primary products profitable. The result was, that at 
the outbreak of the war there were no Oman factories worth 
mentioning for these products in 1 France. The position was very 
much the same with the two branches of Swiss factories in St.Fons 
and Uaromco near Souon. In 1917/18.Cleooncoau pealed to the 
American government, with the result that the kindred industry In 
the United States, which at that time was already producing on a 
considerable scalo, shipped the necessary quantities of primary 
products across tho ocean. Aftor tho war, the boci&t* Alsaclenno 
do Produits Chinlquos was founded, with a business capital of 
16 idllion Francs, In order to take over the Oman factories in 
ihann-Uuohlhauson. At tho end of 1919 there were as many as 
8 ticnch dyestuff concerns, producing approximately 150 tons of dyes 
j month. In addition /-hero was the production of tho Swiss branch 
factories. 

Altogether the total production capacity of the country at 
that time could have covered at nost one hall of the actual demand. 
Tho production of primary materials, however, continued to be 
inadequate for a long tine, and in the case oftoroone even at tho 
end of 1920 did not amount to more than approximately 10,000 tons 
a year, against approximately 17,000 tons as at present. Nevertheless, 
there were signs that progress was being cade, inasmuch as before 
tho war at least 90S of the dyestuffs requirements had to be imported 
from abroad, sostly from Germany. Today it is open to dqubt.es to 
whether the enormous deliveries 
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of reparations dyes, under Section VIII, Appendix VII of the Treaty 
of Versailles, night not have contributed to holding back the 
French dyestuff industry, which had already begun to develop. Even 
as important a person as Mr.S6ydoux would now have liked to call a 
halt to these forced delivaries,to allow this development to continue, 
lhe French government sought to assist the young industry by making 
the law of 7 Novecber 1919, governing the import of German dyes and 
chemicals into France . This law provided for an advisory 
committee which was to assist the Minister of Financo (Office des 
Produits Chiniques et Phareaceutiques) and which dealt with each 
case separately whon deciding as to the free ic^yort. At tho same 
time a special distributing agency was created for the dyes 
supplied as reparations, r.asoly the Union des Productours et des 
Conaorra tours pour lo Zavoloppencnt do 1'Indus trie dc Matures 
Colorantos cn France , whoso buoiness capital amounted to 2 callion 
Francs, in which the producors and consumers participated to tho 
extent of 50 X each. In accordance with its statutoa the "Union" 
might not distribute any dividends, but only pay 6* lntorost on 
tho capital invested, sinco its sole purpose was to furthor tho 
development of tho French dyestuff industry, for this ,tho "Union" 
was to receive a yearly subvention from tho French state, granted 
in tho form of cornisoions. A.i equalisation n^aLttco (similar to 
that in England) would see tq it that German dyes wore imported 
only if a French company could not deliver them in tho came quantity 
and quality. 

When in «iay 1923 French troops "requisitioned" 5525 tons 
of Genan dyestuffs, they were careful to take as booty high 
quality products.which could not be produced in rranee itself 
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in anything like the quantities to cover the requireoents. Ifost 
of the alizarine dyestuffs wore finally taken over in January 
of this year by the British Alizarine Co., Ltd. fthon in August 
and September of last year the Goran dyestuffs prices were 
computed in goldmarks and the allies, also under the stipulations 
of tte Peace Tnaty on nirriaos prices, found that they wore forced 
to pay more for the reparations dyestuffs than before, tho French 
producers took advantage of this situation to put additional 
pressure on tho govomaent to throttle still further the import 
of Gorman dyestuffs. Sinco that tine thore has boon a falling 
off in tho deliveries of German dyestuffs to France as reparations 
which are becoming more and more restricted to fat solublo 
colors and other high quality products. »he agreements con¬ 
cluded about 3 years ago between the Ooraan I.G. and the 
Compagnic Hattoqalo concerning tho exchango of Danufacturlng 
secrets and the splitting up of markets according to territories, 
wero annulled for the same reasons and under meaningless pretexts, 
by tho Etabllsscaonta Kuhlmann, which had taken over tho said 
company. For reasons of State policy,the trench courts maintain 
an ontlrcly pasalvo attitudo towards this breach of contract. Tho 
Compagnie Nationale has now in Franco tho sama sond-ofticial status 
as for instance the 3ritish Dyestuffs Corporation in England, 
although the participation of the French State does not take the 
form of capital. Its capital of JjO million Francs was increased 
in 1919 to 71, in 1921 to 100 millions. .rt>on .. was marged with 
.\uhlnann, i.c. at tho end of 1923, it was marketing 600 different 
ty pos of colors (at the present tine there are core than 1000 ), 
sufficient to satisfy the whole of tho country's requirements in 
numerous fields of application. The combine now possesses a 
capital of 150 million francs and the very old established firm 
of Kuhlmann produces in its 19 factories an enormous variety of 
chemicals. 
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while the Coapagnia Rationale produces in its factories in Oissel 
and in Villiors Saint-Paul, synthetic indigo; alizarine , basic , 
acid-, and direct dyestuffs; hydrosulphite and a series of inter¬ 
mediates. It speaks for the productivity of the Cospagnie Kationalo 
that, in the case of indigo and derivates, for exaeple, in 1922 
only 1 * of the requirements had to be imported, and last year 
considerably less. Exact figures are available ‘or 192?. According 
to these, the total production of the country amounted to» 1710,5 

tons of sulphur dyestuffs, while inporta amounted to 78,1a tons.

in the case of aao dyestuffs^ the home production figures are still 
more favorable: 3574,8 as against 905,7 tons; lor indigo and 
Indigo derivates: 1394,6 as against 12,3 tons. In contrast to 
this, rranee has to import tho whole of her requirements in fat 
soluble colors (vat dyqj,in the same way as sho continuos to be 
dependont on outsido supplies for the easily soluble and high 
quality dyostuffs.

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stated that the 7repch Government agreed to the forsation of the 
Trancolor sanufacturing company, In which Germany would hold 51 p 
of the shares. Shortly afterwards, this statement was ropeatod by the 
Preach Government in writing. Xy impression was that,apart fron the 
official statement that the 51 p German Interest would have no prejudicial 
effoct whatsoever on other cases, the decisive factors in the consent of 
the Trench were that, in accordance with the tores of tbo contract 
concluded, tho Ironch Group would reoeive a large block of 1.0. shares, 
thus becoming the largest shareholder in the I.G..that, in accordance 
• with the stotutos of the Prancolor, tao Chalraan of the Aufelchtsrat 
wae always to be a Pronchcan and that, in accordance with the appendix 
to Jreach stock laws previously ratified, the rights of tho Prooidont 
were considerably increased. 

4) With reforonco to Document BI - 13567, Prosecution Exhibit 
Bo. 1852, I aa in a position to rake tho following etatoaont: 

M. Raindro was novor prosont during tho negotiations conducted 

by no on the eubjoct of the Prancolor. I an not awaro, oithor, of X. 

Raindro's uvor having been prosont at the ocononic negotiations in 

Wionbodon or at tho private.business nogotiations held in 

M. Raindro 

Paris. As far as 1 know/*«e not a aoabor of tho staff of "SOPI" 
oithor. I do not know on whnt sources X. Raindro barjd his cocsainlcntion 
to Dr. Schlottoror. K. Raindro's assortion that I had token tho 
Prancolor matter as for as Laval, is a pure fabrication and totally 
without foundation. I had no dealings whatsoever with Laval in 
connection with the Prancolor affair. 
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Purtheraore, at tba tine whan I was concerned with these negotiations, 
Laval was no longe;- in tbs Government. Koreover, I never spoke to 
Dorian, his successor, about Prancolor eithof. 

I did not meet M. Salndre until later, I bellevo it was in 1944, 
on the occasion of a visit fret Dr, Xlgner. My iepresaion at that 
tine was that he belonged to certain financial circles. 

5) Of the order contained in Document SI - 4894, Exhibit 1240, 

I know nothing. The arraagesent was not Bade by tho Econoaice 

Dopartnont of the Military Cocxandor in Chiof for Trance, The nattor 

• 

in question was obviously soae censure cojnooted with-the technicalities 
of administration, taken by the Military Cocrandor in Paris, who, at 
tho tioo, still worked indspondontly of the Military Coanandor in 
Ohiof for Prance and who only became one of tho Town Connandanta 
working diroctly undor tho orders of the Military Conamdor in Chiof 
for Pranco in August of that yoar. It should thorsforo not bo 
rogardod no oolzuro of proporty. I assuse that it wns a booduto 
doolgncd to prevent lntorferonco in tho affairs of the plant on tho 
part of unauthorized Gorcan or i reach offices. 

6) In conclusion, I should like to stato that, as far as I wns 
ablo to obeorvo, relations botwoon tho I,G. and Prancolor, tho Trench 
contracting partner, during tho occupation poriod following tho 
conclusion of tho Prencolor contract, developed along otrictly regular 
linos, fron tho cosaorclal point of view. As far as I know, thoro 
wore never any cases of differences of opinion.

2. The Inner Advisory Council of the Economic Group, 
to which Herr von Sohnitzler belonged, as far as I 
recall, from about 1934 until 1941 or 1942, had only 
advisory functions, according to ay observations, and 
occupied itself preferably with questions of internal 
organization and with the financial poll of tho 

Group (problems of personnel, budget), its participation 
in the handling of curront problems, such as in tho fiold 
of pricro and cartels and in conmornial policy, had rather 
the character of a body of expert advisers.

period (accond half of 1944). 

I have known Dr. von Schnitzlcr for yocrs, for 
as bond of tho dye business he was ny supervisor and ho 
it was too who nado r.o his collcaguo at the tino in tho 
four abovo-nonticncd fields of activity. I was thoroby 
given tho opportunity to bocono ooqt^bftod with Herr von 
Schnitzlor'8 attitude teward the co-’.orcinl advertising 
activities of tho I.G. on the ono hand end on tho other 
hand, towards tho ofton remarkable polioioo of tho 
Gornan advertising oouncil, which Herr Schnitzlor in¬ 
wardly repudiated. 

E 0 - 1 ! So far cs I rooall Dr. v( n Schnitzlor wno nado 
chairnon of the Coanittoo for Exhibitions and Pairs of 
tho Hoich Group Industry, in 1934, boonuso ho hnd already 
had tho reputation cf being an authority in the fiold f 
exhibitions long boforo this tino and long bofero Hitlor* 
It was for precisely thq^ronsans no can bo onsily vorl- 
fiod frer all kinds of records, that Horr von Schnitzlor 
. was appointed. OoociOGionor Genoral in 1929 of tho 
Uorld Exhibition at Barcelona, and in this capacity 
ho net cnly had tho management for I.G., but for all 
tho Gernan industries reproeentei in the Exhibition. 
Furthermore ho functioned as an export consultant 
(r. "SachverstaenGigcr") als long beforo 1933, for an 
international rcgulati n of tho award ayston at world 
exhibitions. If ho was willing at that tine t. toko

Tho Committee for Industrial Commercial Adver¬ 
tising: This had the task of giving German commercial 
advertising - and only this - a dignified, impressive 
and forceful character,to discuss advertising 
methods for industrial products cf all kinds, and to 
give advice to this or that firm. Here the Advertising 


Council was right in its criticism, when immediately 
upon assuming its activities it found fault with back¬ 
wardness in some respects of the advertising rf many 
Gorman firms and when it pointod out tho incomparably 
more skilful methods of foreign advertising. In this 
Committee, which was only concerned with commercial 
problems, Herr von Schnitzler also managed, 
likowiao by employing diplomacy end without offending 
the Advertising Council, to mako the oroly-ormmorcial 
attitudo rf Gorman industry provail, which, os is 
probably also widoly known, always gave extensive 
consideration to the susceptibilities of its foreign 
customers.

and posters, csllod unfair advertising." In 1939/40, 
aftor the beginning of the war, tho Advertising Council 
abandoned thi3 field of giving technical advico in 
advertising mothods. end attempted to gain an influonco, 
with a persistence that increased during the course 
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of the war f on the wording of the advertisements. 

It began with "directives", whioh were to bo fomardod 
to industry by the Belch Group Industry, and finally it 
even began to issue regulations, according to which, 
no wo3 said at that tine,purely commercial advertistog 
an longor pornittod at hone and abroad. The ad¬ 
vert is one nta had to take into account the "exigencies 
of tho tines" in ono way oranother. Such slogans appoarod 
os "Down with wosto", "Prcsorvo things of notorial 
valuoV "Save cool and olcctricity", "Zcop down tho 
oonsunption of consumer goods", and advertisements d 1 
la "Don't snlfcfc coal", "Groaohcn saving" otc. Complaints 
wore nado to industry that foreign advertising 
was inoooparnbly bottor and more offoctivo, and that 
Gorman induotry was oxpcctod to come up to tho 
lovol of foroign firms in thin fiold oo far ns 
poooiblo. Finally, in 1943 tho Advertising Council 
ovon domandod that a cortnin political slant bo givon 
to tho advortisononts, in tho stylo of tho English 
wartime ndvortisonont. "Formerly wo built autonobiioo, 
now wo build airplanes". Horo Dr. von Schnitzlor 
very dofinitoly rofusod and doolarod in unnistcJublo . 
torno that industry could not comply with such domands, 
for one reason boonuso Gorman induotry, as boforo, 
had to corridor its foroign customers, and for another 
boonuso it was convinced that advortisononts of that 
typo would not even bo acccptod by foroign papers. 

Dr. von Schnitzlor then found the. solution, togethor 
with tho Vr-rstaondcn of other I.G. Sparton (bronchos) - 
to avoid being ordored by tho Advertising Council 
to cease nil cur foroign advertising - of preparing 
advertisone nts 
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the lrportonco of German Industry end German scientists, ohon! sts 
and physiciona, and which would ooll attention to produots 
known throu-hout ths whole world to bo memfocturod by Germany. 

In the narrow oirolo of business eon won Sohnitiler hod only 
on lraoftb mailo for suoh donands of the Advertising Cornell thot were 
roncie fron tho world and business praotioo. Por tho dyo 
business tho Propaganda /.btoilung ("dvortising ‘'opc.rtnant) in my 
ohorgo wos glven/ordor to work out cdvert1 sonanta with roferonoos 
to col or-faat or moth-proof qualities. Moreover, this 
Propr.gand^btelliBig was set up - c foot whioh should also bo oontioned 
hero - as early as 1922* with tho designation, Farbcnpropcganda, 

(Dyo Propaganda) and in 1930 it was cbbrovictod to Propaganda 
-b to 1 lung (“dvortislng boperteont), booauso the edvortising 
of Indanthron dyes "Zulnn" an enti-ooth substenco, and of 
"Rocasit" an lmpropioting agont throo products for whioh an 
advertising campaign of world-wldo eoopo was oonduotod was added 
to our fornar main activity. That this, too, was oonfiood to purely 
oom-oroial advertising noy probcbly best jh> provod by a lotto- 
from L' r . Goobbols to Horr von Schnitslor in which l*-. Ooebbols 
vory aovoroly oritisos the faot that this Department of tho 
1.0. in Frankfurt callod Itself Propogtr.dc-^btollung. 

He said thot propaganda was his field of activity, aid that 
ho would havo to requost that this word bo olininr.tod at onoo, thot tho 
Department would have to bo renomod oithor "Roklano—btoilung” 
or "••orbe—btoilung"(.-dvortising Dopcrtmont). 

Thoroupon Horr von Sohnitslor ncaod this Doporteont ".lerbo- 
-btoiluig". Xn announcing tho poliolos for foreign advertising Dr. 
Sohnitslor brought to tho attontion of Gorecn industry. 
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in a very inoiaivo manor thct tho "intraiuoti® at politioal 
-5-ro^i.;^ into wtxmDdlty advertising" hod fcrtao® roaicna 
clwcya Icon vnaoooptablo to tho largo oxportlng industrial fircs, 
and that it wna still isooeoptcblo at tho proaont, ao that it would 
bo noooaaery to ocatinuo to onploy tho restraint uaod in tho post 
for ndvortiacnonta by f lma .

b) In addition to the technical supervision of tho inorganics-plants 
of tho lA*dwi?shTfon works, I be car* answorablo to a certain dogreo 
for sovcral general departments and plants of tho Ludwi.-shafon works 
as a whole. 

o) I became a ccnbor of the I.G, Vorstsnd, of which I had previously 
been only a deputy oenbor, and a a-mbor of.tho technical and cbooioal 
coanitteoa. I still retained cy post as chairman of the Sulfur-Uko, 

3) I brought no other qualifications to tho type of new posts 

and responsibilities described under point 2) than 
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ny general trainin, in checistxy and cy experience fron ny forcer 
work aa under point 1). In particular, I had no training and no 
experience in the field of tho responsibilities of the Bctriebe- 
fuehrer of a works eeploying 25.000 nen, in so f3r aa social 
welfare was concerned; I had no training^md no experience of 
financial or comercial ratters cither. In addition, the duties 
which suddenly foil to ny lot as representative of the works wero 
completely new to re; for exarylc, before this tire, I had never 
addressed a large gathering on other than technical and scientific 
subjects. From 1 January 1538 onwards, therefore, I was obliged 
to Bake .intensive efforts to fadUarizo cysulf with all ny non 
duties. 

U) Of the new duties with which I was entrusted froa 1 January 
1938 onwards, thoso of Betricbsfuchrur of tho Ludwigs ha fon-Oppau 
works appeared to no to bo the rest inportant. Before 1933| it had 
boon usual for *he K'Jjagcaent of a wjor works to transfer a lsrgo 
proportion of tho duties connoctcd with social wolfaro to a so-oallod 
" Social Welfare Manager* ( Sosialdiroktor ). After the passing 
of the law for tho Control of National Labor of 193U, tho Botriobs- 
fiiohror hinsolf was to a considerable extent personally responsible 
for conditions in his works, and particularly for tho snfoty of 
the staff entrusted to hie.

In this connection, I should like to mention that in so com¬ 
plex a technical undertaking a a a eheoiesl factory, tho per- 
sea«l safety of the staff ia an itee cf very special importance i 
Therefore, of all the nor tasks entrusted to oe free 1 January 
1936 omen's, I regarded ay work as Betriebsfuehrer aa the most 
iaportent an-* bestowed the greatest pert cf ay attention cn this 
field. The necessarily vrst, indeed nla-st exclusive, concentration 
on this task naturally increased sore and more during the war. 

The f"ct that thousands of Gcraans were i*ri fted into the TTehmacht 
anl hod to be roplrccd. by ether Geraan and foreign workers, in con¬ 
junction with tho general difficulties lapsed by war oenditions, 
rave rise to additional proMoea of .-.11 kin 's, such na aocial wol- 
foro, prccuriacnt of the noceaaery billots and many ether problems, 
which it bocaao increasingly difficult to solve as tho war wont 
cn. It goes ' ithout saying that tho incroolngly hotcrogenoous 
ch*roctor of tho peracnnel gavo rise to prcblcna of a special kind. 
Added tc this was tho occu*onco of nir r»i-*s, frem which the works 
suffored for noarly 5 yorrs. Tho air attacks on Ludwigoh»fen startori 
na early ns the beginning of June 19i0 and inercaaod progreasivoly 
in force an* intensity.

I devoted special care during the war to precisely this task 
of protecting tho health and lives cf the large staff that had 
been entrusted to ae and, besides supervising tho nodical 
neasures and oeasures of general hygiene, I sow to tho proper 
carrying cut, aeong other things, of suitable air raid precautions. 
Only in this way was it possible to reduce to tolerable Units 
the losses in life and lint aeong tho factory staff, in spite of 
enc-raoua naterial daoflge. In eVut 125 air attacks on Ludwigs- 
hafen, s.oe cf then very hoavy, it was ascertained without doubt 
that 48,275 explosive and inoenilory baaba wore dropped cn the 
works' area; the oxteet of the naterial dnnago caueod ansuntod to 
over RH 400,000,000. As against this, -hiring tho whr>le war and 
out of a worko' staff numbering froo 30 to occasionally 40 ,000 
people, only 427 ncebors of tho staff lest their llvos in the 
works thcoselvos and threugheut tho flatty provided for anployooa 
and executives cf tho factory, as woll as in tho wcrkors' caeps. 

It would oven hevo boon possible to avoid nany of those profoundly 
regrcttehle sacrifices, if tho victims inv.lvod had not, out of 
carolossnoss, nogloctod to bservo tho precautions proscribed. 
Besides the poreonal prctcoti'n afforded our staff in the works 
themselves, wo also took aoasures surpassing 
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Z-ocursnt Ko. 304 
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our lo^ol obligations Airing the rar to provide protective 
installations partlcula^in our widely scattered blocks of 
flats era! workers* ccnpa, which were occupied by thousands of 
our employees with their fa m ilies. Thanks to the ncasurcs 
taken by us, the losses in life and liab were only a fraction 
of those that occurred in other residential districts, such 
as the town of Ludwigahafen and tho neighbouring town of 
lleimhcla. 

5. ) That^njor proportion of ay energy fron 1938 onwards was 

devotod to tho regular social welfare nnnagenent of tho 
works entrusted to ry care, was nado possible only because 
the tocknical-scicn&lfic side, responsibility for tho nanago- 
nent of which I shared with two tcclinicians who wero Vorstand 
ncob^rs, was in proper order. I tharoforo dared not nogloct 
tho technical tcoka in tho Inorganics Sector of tho Ludwigs- 
hafon "orkn, and technical questions of a general nature, in 
so far as they were subject to ry authority and were ry 
responsibility; for, in spito of tho cr.omoua'extra burdens 
which tho Law for tho Regulation of labor (Arteitsordnunga- 
gesotz) of 1934 inposod upon a “Ectricbsfuohror", tho I.G, 
of course deliberately adhered to thu principle it had 
observed for cany decades of having eixeists at the hoad 
cf the groat works, and this profession to which I rysolf 
belonged continued to clain ny entiro dovotion. 

6 . ) I therefore put the basic principlo cf the scientist , which 

is to sea things for onosolf into practice in ny capacity os 
Bctricbsfuchrcr. 
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/Jaoat dally i paid visits lasting several hour# to the 
factory plants, and both on these occasions and in ry 
office every ncrJxir of the staff had, in principle, oven 
if this involved by-passing tho intornodiato authorities, 
the possibility of laying his troubloa directly bo fore no, 
if he conaidorod this necessary. :y crcporlcncc was that any 
possible fcara that such on arrange-cr.t night be abused very 
soon proved to be without foundation and in any caso were 
far outweighed by tho advantage that a wortomnogcr is in 
a position to obtain a true picture of tho ovonts as a 
rosult of Ciroct dealings with onployeos of all groups. 

In tho beginning pcoplo woro surprised vhonovor tho chlof 
paid theu unexpected visits, riding his bicyclo which 
onablcd hin to gain easy accoss to ell parts of tho plant.

?) Although, after 1 January 1938, I folt obliged to concentrate 
on the fulfllront of ay duties in Ludwi.ehafon, I waa novor- 

tholooa aware that, as neabor of tho 7oratond and of tho

Technical Cosrdttoe, I also had othor obligations. In tho 
early years of ay noaborahip of tho Voratand and tho Tochnloal 
Co:ir.ittoo, I adoptod on accoun' of ny youth a roaorvod attitudo 
toward* ay colloaguo* who wore, for the aoat part, conaidorably 
oldor than I, In ordor to got occuatonod to their working 
aothod* and to tho working coalitions. In apito of tho status 
of equality formally oetabllehed for all ooabora, it was only

8 ) Froc our Joint work in the Technical Coualttee and in tho Voretand 
I eoon realized that ovary noator worked on tho a#eunption that 
oech of hie colloague# porforsei hie teekw properly within hie 
ephoro of work. Thero wne no roaeoa, thoraforo, to concern 
onoeolf with the work of colloaguo# unloee for tho purpoeo of 
obtalnia. euch general lnforcatlcn ae night bo roquirod. To 
doal thoroughly with tho taeka of other colloeguo# would hevo 
boon phyelcally i .poeeiblo bocauao each of thoeo colloaGuoe 
vc# ontruetod with actually an oztoneivo fiold of work, which, 
during tho war, waa incroeeod an inteneiflod to euch an oxtont 
that ovon an oxtrocely offlciont non wa# fully occupiod by it. 

Tho difforonco in vocational training naturally cnllod for a 
division of work and roeponelbillty aleo. 

9) Tho rogular routlno in tho Technical Cosaittoo began with a

tochnlcal or eclontific locture which wae followod/dlecuaelone 
concomirt: loan application#. All thoeo loan application#, 
of which up to 1,000 wore #ubslttod in eoso #oe#lon#, had 
boon oxenined in dotall aci checkod boforehand 
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by cosnlttoca of exports appointed for this purpose, and their 
submission to the Technical Cccnittee was subject to the 
approval of tho appropriate comittcc of experts. Novortholess 
in this circle ono had to expect, of course, questions or objoo- 
tiona or discussion. If necessary, each cccbor of tho technical 
Comittoo was, »hon tho loan applications wore s ubmi t tod or dis¬ 
cussed, tho cpokoaaan for thoao applications which woro of lmodiato 
interest to bin. As far os I was concerned, that neant that I had

10 .) I also applied tho conception described abovo of ny dutios 
to ry activities and responsibilities in ry capacity as a 
number of tho Vorstand, It was a nattor of courso for no - 
as incidentally for all other rxnbcrs of tho Vorstand - that 
everybody in this circle too represented his own liold of 
work and was responsible for it and gave only a rough sketch 
of it for tho purpose of gonorcl coordination.

It would have boon at varianco with every profiling

As a result of this 
cuatco I do not even rotxcbcr one singlo caso where a vote 
was taken in a conference of the Vorstand or where the 
personal consent of tho Individual Vorstand Dcnbors to sene 
nettor was roquoatod, Tho lnfonaatlon givon con tain od for tho 
nost pert reports on what had been dono already rather than 
on what was planned, because consultation was not tho custec 
prevailing in this body - in any case not at ny tine. It was 
a natter of course for everybody that each at his post ful¬ 
filled hia dutios and tasks properly and to tho bowt of his 
knowledge and conscience , following a tradition which goes 
back decades, "bus only could this giant enterprise work 
without crettlossoa rosuiting free friction.

Faxbcnindustrle 
Akticngesollschaft and Betriebsfuohror of the Ludwigshafcn-Oppau 
plant cn 1 Jaruary 1938. Having worked in this capacity, I ac In tho 
position to givu the cost prociso information on the way in whioh Dr. 
tfuroter fulfilled his nunorous duties. 

2) *hon on 1 January 1938, Or. -urater onterod upon his 

raanifold duties, all of which «orc absolutely now to hin, ho devotod 

considerable enerry to tho task of familiarising hlcsolf with his

numerous /iuties as quickly as possiblf. Cr. burster approachod those 


now tasks oosb seriously and with a deep sense of responsibility. 

In the early period fron 1938/39 and particularly during tho war, 
when tha air-raids on tho Ludwigfchafcn-Oppau plants started at a very 
early date, one could frequently perceive cost distinotly how heavily 


the burden of responsibility for 
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the life and well-being of the staff entrusted to him, lay on his 
shoulders. Dr* burster considered his task as Betriebsfuehrer of the 
Ludwigs ha fen-Oppau plant end official responsible for the s»oinl welfare 
in this works as the noet lryortant and greatest of all his nany 
duties. It can be said without exaggeration that he devoted both 
tine and energy unstlntingly to welfare work for the people under his

3) Dr. burster's working hoars surpassed by far all noreal 

Unite, ftj stayed in the faotory until la to in tho evening and 
frequently worked at hone until far into tho night in order to oonpleta 
those important duties for which he had neither tine nor poaco of 
mind in tho faotory luring tho turbulent hours of the day. The sane 
goes for Saturday afternoons mi often for Sundays -Iso, Ihis wnn 
necessary in spite of the astonishing spood withfciich Dr. Wurster 
worked, because ho would othjnrise av,- been quite unahlo to comploto 
his xony and various tasks with tho care which his treaendous sense 
of duty had nado his Law, 

I 4 ) Tho day tine in the factory was frequently takon up by 

Quotings and conferences. It was Dr, Uurstar‘8 point of view and his 
principle that overy scebor of tho plant irrespective of rank and 
position, should Save froe access to the ootiiubsfuohrtir, in oi\ior 
that tho Botrlubsfuehrer could loam fhat was actually happening in 
a big plant of this kind. This on aony a day th ro was an uninterrupted

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Dr, Wars ter continued even at tinea when the workload waa heaviest, 
to visit the factory as oftoo as possible, in order to gather 
Info ration on the spot on conditions and events in the plants and 
laboratories. This he often spent several hours cycling on his 
rounds, appearing now here and now there. Hiring the war ho 
frequently visited the canps where the foreigners who worked in the 
plant were billeted alao. Dr, Wureter returned to the office with 
-any suggestions and ideas, in connection both with the plant and 
with tho well- being of the staff. 

In addition, nich tine was alao taken up by the frequont 
conferences of which I should like to oention only the cost ieportant, 
vit. the so-called Uanagenont Wail Conference ( Direktionspoet-Sitxung) 
which took placo every week or ovory second week and tho conforoncos

Dr. burster's appointment took pl*ce at a tine when the assumption 
of power by the Steto and the Party in industrial matters was 
increpsing more and more ca the wer situation ceno to a head. Tho 
Party in particular wca intervening noro and nor© in economic and 
induatrial questions. Pco;lo hoped that Dr. curator's apjx>iptaont. 
as President of the Ch*a‘tr of Industry and Cocncrco/oeot an 
offootiro counterweight against thoso protons»ona of the State 
and in p rticulnr of tho Party, This, ' ucauso Dr. T/urater's ln- 
fluonoo as head of tho biggest industrial plant of tho Polatinnte 
was very considerable. Ho wes tonsidorod an upright, objeotivo 
and honest nan. Moreover a aeotion of tho industrialists in tho 
Palatinate, including myself, know that Dr. Curator idontifiod 
himself in no way with Notional Socialist idoas and had olrcady 
successfully oppesod Party of forts on sovor;!l occasions.

Within 
these narrow limits left to the President of a Chamber for 
Industry and Coanerce, Dr. **irstcr fulfilled all the ex¬ 
pectations of that section of the industry of the Palatinate 
which considered that his appointment would counterbalance tho 
dictatorship of the Party. As for os I could observe he nover 
did anything in any case which could be oonsidored as promot¬ 
ing tho alas of the Party.

After the collai.se in 1945, &*. Carl Kurster was instated 

by the American Military Government as chairaan of tho Tech¬ 
nical Association Chemical Industry. 

After the occu;ation changeover in July 1945 Dr. burster re¬ 
signed froa office and requested that he should not be ro-elocted. 
Ins. ite of this his ointcont as Chairman of the Technical 
Association Chemical Industry vas unanimouuly renewed in a 
socrot ballot, in agreement with tho representative of tho French 
Military Bovomcont in Ludwigshafen an Rhein, at that timo , 

Coma. Carpontlor. In January 1946 Dr. rurster jx>lntod out that 
thoro had still boon no final sgrcaaint to his appointment frcra 
authoritotivo official quarters, end that he would thoroforo 
not act as Chairmen. In October 1946 Dr. wurstcr did not take 
up the office of chairaan and requested that eca-oono olse ho 
entrusted with tho position. 7tt» request was then complied with. 

Even during tho war. Dr. mrster had held the office of chair¬ 
man for the District Association Soar/ Polrtinato of the Economic 
Grou; Chemical Industry. His rdministmtion was invnripbly un¬ 
political. 
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Ho always endeavoured to settle the difficulties of all 
Mahers of the association in an iai«rtial naimcr, and aade 
s special effort when re;resr.nting the interests of the amillor 
industrial firoa.

They intended taking tho fast train which leaves Ludwiga- 
hafon at 19i23, As they were about to board the train compandor re¬ 
fused thon permission. At tho request of the representatives of tho 
flrn Dieu & Allain to allow travol on the train, the train coneondor 
declared that nothing could be dono about it; this was already the 
fourth tiro that ho had acccwpanlod the train and ho had always ro- 
fusod to take Fronch workers along. Questioned by the lntorproter of 
tho firm what was his reason for such action ho is roportod to have 
turned his back and not to have answered at all. 

Tho Fronoh workors who wero going on loavo woro in possession of a 
porrit issued by erplojvont offico in Lud-igahafon as well as 
by tho p»ss-(issuing) offico VIII in Saarbnieckon. They wore also in 
possession of valid tickots which entitled them to the use of oxpress 
trains.

In general It can be stated that tho foreigner placos particular 
value on Just troatrent. ^o knew th-t in this connection ho froquontly 
takes a very one-sided standpoint. In each case, however, we want to 
giro first consideration In tho plant to Just troat-ont and not, for 
oxarple, troat s fcrelgnsr with less Justieo than our Goman workers, 
sirply becauso we do not understand his language. 

This includes Judging the generally accoptod fact of inferior pro¬ 
duction. <?• know that in various countries it is chiofly tho 
inferior 
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workers who apply for aasigxwrent to Gerwany. In a transport of th«t 
sort, naturally the ratio of slackers is subetanti-lly larger than 
tho overage in the ecuntry under consideration. However, we do not 
want to rako tho ristake of regarding the quility of tho work of 
this nation -a a whole «s inferior on the basis of conditions of this 
sort. 1 -ny cases have ocro to cur attention in which the Ger-an su¬ 
pervisor or worker has convoyed a concept of this sort to the foreig¬ 
ner by words or gestures. The inevitable result is that the foreigner, 

A ® 

who is having difficulties anyway in adapting birself to conditions 
to which he is unaccustcred, feels such an attitude to bo derogatory 
and has a negativo attitude toward us free the beginning. 

In oonnocticn with the assirnrent of foreigners, it is our root 
Irportant duty to recognlco persons who are abviously reluctant 
to work or tho eleronts which underrine discipline and to return 
ther to thoir hcres as quickly as pcsslblo, since thoy hot only 
ondangor tho aesUnrent of foreigners, but tho working iroralo of 
our own people as well. By no roans should bad peoplo bo rotained 
sirply in ordor to havo workers, bocauso tho work disoirlino of the 
erployeos ns a wholo in then regularly undorrinod. 

Tho foreigner coring to us for tho first tiro usually becores 
awaro of irportant diffofcences free tho habits of liking In his 
own country. The industry of the Gerran worker is unknown to hie to 
this degree, and the ranners are different. 
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W« cust, therefore, taka into account a few viewpoint in this field 
which air eng ouraekvea norwally do not occur to u* Oorrana. If we, 
there fora, want to work together with the foreigner, we rust endeavor 
to understand hia peculiarities and in particular ddopt our conduct 
to their. If, for exarple, it ia custceary in a country to have 
especially polite rannera by ccrpariaon to ours, wo should obsorve this, 
but so rust not foil into the error of exaggerated cordiality or 
undignified servility. In reneral it should furthor bo aald that the 
foreigner is very sensitive to awo«ring, especially in tho cases when 
it is uaod because of a pardcnablo clursinoss or bocauso of unfarlliarity 
with tho clrcurat^ncca. 

If wo fulfill the wiaboa of the foreigner In this rannor, we rust, 
howover, seo that tho work discipline is raintalnod to tho Bare 
extent. Poor production on tho p*rt of a t>relgnor, which oan no 
longer bo oxcuaed by hie not having boccro adapted but can bo traoed 
sololy to reluctance to work, ruat bo answered with appropriate iroaauroa 
on our part. For this thore are tho following poaaibilitioai 

Cautioning by tho supervisor, and if oocaaion ariaoa, by 
the plant ranagor with written oonfirratloi\. Withholding 
of possible additional concessions for superior production. 
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Fined, beginning with 1-2 hour*, 
to 4 hour* up to one day'a wage*.

In 1922 I vent to work for the former Badische Anllin- & Soda- Fabrik 
Ludmigshafon ar Rhoin, and was onployod as a piecework engineer. 

In February 1940 I was corrlssioned to head the Personnel Departront. 
ly duties included reporting tho roquireconts, for recruiting and 
distributing of manpower. In the riddle of June 1944, an SS-Stum- 
bannfuehrer care to ro in ry offico frer tho concentration carp 
Notzwoiler (Alsaco). Ho explained that be had boon lnforrod that a 
largo roquireront of ranpewor had to be ret in our plant. Thoreforo, 
stops had boon takon to placo at our disposal approxirately 1.500 fe- 
ralo Jowish concentration carp prisoners froo Hungary for assignment 
to wwrk. For thoir ncconrodation a carp belonging to tho plant could 
bo used, which was to bo prepared according to spocial provisions. 
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During the further course of the discussion, he expressed his estonish- 
cent that in our plant an SS-labor carp of that sort ms not yet in 
existence, since it ms, after all, tho largest plant in the south¬ 
west Gerran area and already in nurorous other plaoes— particularly 
in Wuorttonberg and Baden - there were carps of that sort connootod 
with industrial enterprises, which were supervised frco concentration 
oamp Nntsweiler, 

Although we had a Tory great shortage of ranpower, I lrrodiately 
deoldod that an assignment of concentration carp prisoners to 
our plant rust bo avoldod if at all possible, since it would not be 
in accordance with tho policy of tho plant ranagorent and also would 
rako a Tory unfa to mbit lrproasion on tho Goman and the other 
foreign workors and arployoes. 

HowoTor, I did not dare to rojoct the offer irsodiatoly, beoauso 
I did not know what offlco had authorised tho stop. I know that 
ontorprisos had to eeploy all nhailablo rosorros of any sort to noot 
tho production requlroronts assigned to then, by Tirtuo of a letter 
of HITLER of which wo had boon lnfomod, so that there was tho dangor 
that an opon refusal of those prisoners wculd bo regarded as sabotago 
and penalised accordingly.

Dr. BURSTER, wbor I lnforred of the intended assignront, was irarediately 
of try opinion that the allocation rust be prevented for tho above-ren- 
tioned reasons. 

On the occasion of further visits of the representative of concen¬ 
tration- camp ffctaweller, I raised technical objections each tiro and 
alleged industrial difficulties as an oxcuso in order to avoid erpjoying 
the female foreign concentration carp prisoners in our plant. 

Several rooks aftor tho first visit, at tho longest 2 ronths, Dr. 

■EISS, tho he«d of our personnel dep*rt-«nt, told re on a l onday that on 
tho preceding Saturday ho raS still in his office in tho aftomoon 
and was there requested by tolophone frev tho L v d-irsh«fon railway 
station that tho plant shcuMpick up n transport of 500 foralo 
concentration oarp prisoners which h-d Just arrivod. However, ho 
refusod to do this, giving as - reason tho fact that it w«s not 
possible to accorccdato then in cur carp. 

After that I hoard nothing core ttem Ifritswoilor, and no othor 
transport arrivod or was reported. 

Tho fact that in this particular caso wo succoodod in avoiding 
tho assignront of concentration oarp prisonors in an 1.0, F'rbon 
plant without drawing devn tho charge of sabotage with all its 
sorious consoquoncos upon our heeds I attribute walnly to tho fact 

that at that tisse tho success of tho Invasion in France was uppermost. 
Presumably in connection with cut attitude, they completely desisted 
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assigning now concentration carp prisoners to industrial enterprise o 
to the left cf the Rhine, becauso this area soon thereafter beenre 
«n area behind the front lines.

In this connection I often had conferences with the 
Plant Manager of this plant, Dr. .ureter. Tho primary 

subject of thdso discussions was tho routino social 
sphere of duties of tho-authorities whom I represented; 1 
however, during those discussions general political matters 
wore also brought up. In consideration of tho importance 
of the enterprise. I.G.F rbonindustrie ..G., I was natur-1- 
ly quite intorested in becoming aquainted with the attitude 
of a person like Dr. burster toward social rnd political 
topic8 of the day. 
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Consequently, ay observations were vary precise rnd 
conscientious. I an convinced, therefore, that my 
appraisal of Dr. .Vurster's person is a true one; also, 
as this concerns not purely factual statements but a 
personal, subjective opinion. 

In contrast to the numerous pl.-nt managers of large, 
nedium-sized and sn-ller plrnts, I was struck by the fact 
that Dr. burster's special interest lay in the field 
of social problems of the plint. I was always particularly 
impressed by this fact since, as far as I know, from 
Dr. '.Vurster's professional background, he is r. Dipl. 
Ingeniour, and in tha c-sos of other plant managers 
of l^rge, but also of medium - sized ~nd surlier plants, 
the commercial .and technical pi'nt problems are Always 
of primary importance as a rule. It is very significant 
that Dr. burster personally concerned himself with the 
disposition of social matters rnd discussod matters wi^h 
me in which, according to ray experiences in other plants, 

I expectod that the pl-nt manager would be represented 
by a special consultant for such questions. 1 became 
convinoed that all of Dr. .urster's decisions pertinent 
to the employees of the plant were determined by a 
socinl-minded .and humane attitude inh rent in his natirc. 

It transpired from this basic nature that Dr. Wurstor 
evidenced no divergent attitude toward the foreign workers 
of the pl^nt as well *nd, accordingly, treated them well. 

I gained the impression that his social attitude, 
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as Plant Manager, applied in l'rge measure to the foreign 
workers with tcspect to their having been separated from 
frmily rnd homeland. 


-In order to appraise the person of Dr. ffurstor rnd 
concomitantly to appraise his notions as Plant Manager, 

I feel it necessary to nention that I was never able .to 
deteot tho qualities of toughness and ambition - 
qualities which seon to me decisive in many cases to 
rise to a position of Diirector and Plant I'rnager- in 
the case of Dr. 7/ur3ter. In comparing Dr. Turstcr with 
other personalities holding very high positions industrj 
end with whom I came in contact, the last-mentioned 
observation induced no to ro-consider this fatftor, and 
I came to the conclusion th*t|ln addition to outstanding 
technical ability, tho huarn qualities and his social 
understanding woro determinative for Dr. burster’s 
becoming Plant *-~nrgor. 




On the b-sis of tho conversations which I h; d with 
Dr. T.urstor concerning political matters I gained tho 
positive inprossion- which, incidentally, cm be seen 
perforce fro a tho general hunano and soci' , l attitude of 
Dr. War star, which I h'.vo sketched - that tho political 
aims of N-tionAl Socialism ns well as tho methods of 
domestic and foreign policy, and conduct of the war woro 
contrary to Dr. Wurstor's .'oltrnschauung, and that 
Dr. burster gave voice to his influence in the direction 
which his uniefiled philosophy and conscience offer_-d 
him. 
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I want to strengthen the general impression which I 
gained of Dr. Torstor through the following specific 
facts which I still recollect. 

1. In 1943- I ernnot recall the exact time - I took an 
automobile trip with Dr. -urstor from Euiwigshafen 
to Saarbrueckon. Since at that tine the topic of * 
possible poison - gas warfare was on the lips of the 
population, I questioned Dr. Vurster about this matter. 

In this conversation Dr. burster expressed his revulsion 
to the idea of the use of poison gas, and told ae the* 
at that very tine he, ns well as other leading persona¬ 
lities of I.G.,*ould strongly oppose any plans for tho 
use of poison gas or - here I'a not quite sure of tho 
frets - h-d "lroady at the time of our conversation 
opposod such plans. On tho occasion of this discussion 
Dr. Surstor condemned tho political aims of National 
Socialism, in gonoral torns the nature of which I 
cannot remember in detail. 

2. Dr. Wurster invited mo to an inspection of the Ludwigs- 
hafen plant. At tho time of this inspection, which took 
up a whole dry, Dr. ..urstcr acted as guide during tho 
entiro timo. j.s I recall, in addition to myself, tho 
Director of tho Employment Office Ludwigshrfen, Minzcnmaj 
and Obcringoniour Hofmann, who was in charge of social 
matters of tho plant, 
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were also present; here And th*rc the chiefs, as well 
as the representatives, of the employees of the divisions 
being inspected in the various parts of the plant, were 
also asked in each cr.se to take part in these 
inspections, .'.t first we inspected .the billeting 
quarters of the foreigners. This inspection took up 
a consid»r~blc length of time, since Dr. burster 
attached great importance to showing us the social and 
excellent core in detail of all foreign groups. I stl\l 
recall that the billets were clean and attractively 
furnished; they were oven provided with central heating 
and runing water. I ics particularly impressed by the 
fact that the kitchen was not a uniform one but was 
equipped according to the customs of the various 
nationalities, Just as accommodations were sot up 
according to nationalities and closely qssociatod 
group. The French had their own French kitchen, the 

Italians* thoir own kitchen, otc,, so that tho peculir 

• 

arities of tho various foreign groups all received gonori; 
ous consideration. I wes able to convorso with any 
groupd of foreigners I pleased . ..part from tho general 
feeling of homesickness, rll of the foreigners whom 
I questioned oxpressod themselves as boieg quite 
satisfied with their accommodation and foeding in tho 
camp. They also oxprossod themselves favorably with 
respect to thoir wages and treatment? only very 
insignificant complaint were mentioned, which wore 
in no. way as serious as those usually expressed by the 
German employees on tho occrsion of such inspections. 

5.) I further know that Dr. burster also strongly advocated 
that f :mily subsistence allowances usually paid to 
families in France bo granted to those families of 
the Frenchman who were employed in tho I.G.Farbenindus- 
trie in Ludwigshafon. 
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In Franco f a m il y subsistence allowances (women!s and 
childron's allowances) aro paid out of s6-called 
allowanco - and allotment fundsj the funds for this 
are provided by a levy imposed upon the plrnts which 
aubscripo to these funds. As I recall, these levies 
amounted to rbout twelve percent of the total wages pf 
the plants; which meant that the f-iaily allotments cjso 
amounted to about twolvo percent of tho wage of the 
breadwinner. As ho tdld me at that time Dr. .‘.urster was 
carrying on negotiations in Borlin with the then 
Ministerialdirektor Dr. Unnsfeld in the Reich Ministry 
of Labor with tho aim of bringing about a payment of 
alloments in the amount above described to tho fwnilios 
of tho Fronchman who woro employed with the I.G. 
Ferbenindustrie A.O. 

There were al3o being carried on the requisite negotiati 
ons with tho ^rico Czar at that timo with respeot 
to the alteration of tho computation of costs 
conditioned by this plan, as explained to me by 
Dr. i'urstor. Had tho I.G. Fz-rbenindustrio A.G. assumed 
the payments to the French allowance - end allotment 
funds, this would havo meant an improvement in tho 
situation of the French workers as ag-rinst thoso of tho 
German workers in the Ludwigshafen plant by about 
twelve percent- b-sed on the wage scale, since tho 
other wage components (besc pay, pieco work,bonuses) 
corresponded to the provisions applicable to Gorman 
employees. Considerable misgivings in some degroa 
existed with the authorities of the Labor Trustee as 
to Dr. 7irstar's roquest since they had to nntipate 
the disadvantageous affects upon tho morale and 
putput of the Gorman workers in tho plant. 

That Dr. 7urstor's efforts in this directions actually 
boro fruit, I was able to gather from a decree of 
the Price Czar which later came to my attention. As 
far as I rocall, the Price Czar 
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rejected tho paying by I.G. Fsrbenlndustrie 7..G. 
of the amounts to the allowance - and allotment 
funds and thoroby frustrated Dr. burster's efforts. 
The reason for this refusal may woll have been 
attributable to the wage and price policies.

I, Oberitudlen*Arektor Dr. Barman Pinnow, of Frankfurt an Vein, 
Kaulhochatraaae 15, bar© been duly warned that I render myself 
liable to punishment if I cake a falae affidavit. 2 declare on oath 
that my statement ia the full truth and that la haa been made in order 
Co be submitted aa evidence before the Military Tribunal at the Palace 
of Juatlce at Nuernberg, Germany. 


Before 1933 * was known to wide cirolea through my hiatorieal 
publlcationa on the *eisar republic. One of my booka, publiahod in 
1929, haa appeared in two English editiona under the title 'History 
of Germany ' (Georgo Allen and Unwin Limited, 1934. and J.M. Dent and 
sons, Limited, 193*, in Every-son'a liteary) and also in one Fronch 
and Italian tranalation rofpootively. During the Hitler regime I 
confined my activitiea to industrial hiatwry and wee ccoaiasioned in 1939 
to write a plant hietwry of tho 1.0. Farbeninduatria, Uidwlgahafen 
and Oppau Plants. Becauae of thla I visited tboao camps almost daily 
for several months on end, en 1940 'til 1943 in 0 reater intervals, 
mA during this time I frequently had the opportunity to moot 
Herr Dr. Wurater and to become acquainted with him. Based on consulta¬ 
tions with him ami becauae of my personal knowledge of Dr. Wurater, I 
gathered the following facta and declare* 
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Sc* cr.ly was Dr. burster the responsible mainstay of the progressive 
social policy prevailing in the Ludrigshafen and Oppau plant during 
a long honorable tradition of several decades, but he was also tho 
heart and soul of this policy. He knew but one objective 1 to alleviate 
all hardships of the teas of thousands of people under his care, and 
to close the gap between their frequently heavy daily chores and 
their standing as human beings. He did not consider then employees 


but solely human beings, ar .4 his favorite expression for than 

was "colleagues*. 


I cny assuae that it is well known in what way social welfare policy 
was administered in those I. 0 . plants. Here, I can only reoall soma 
Individual facts of which I have gained knowledge at that time vhan 
sifting tho plant records and files 1 

1 ) The system of granting family allowances, specialists and record 
output premiums, pay for public holidays, piece work and premium 
rotsunoretior.3. had been developed in an exemplary Banner, so that 
the actual pay of the workora exceoded tho usual wage scale by more 
than 40 percent. 

2 ) Evon before 1938 , weekly wages had been introduced for vorkers who 
bad been in the plant for more than 25 years end who had 
acquired special skills. 

3) Protection of the vorkers by building and equipping large messing 
faeiliti-s in an oxenplary manner, which supplied first rate food. 

4) Wholehearted promotion of bousing projects, and of initiating the 
building of housing colonies (more than 1000 such colonies had bean 
completed at the beginning ^f 1 $ 39 * and a oro than 300 sere in the 
planning stage at that time). 
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5) Exemplary recreational facilities inducing workers and employees to 
coeperate as mush as possible. 

The effect of such caesuras la evidencal by the fact that the workers 
were particularly loyal *.e their place of work. Ia 1939. eleven out of 
100 workers were 5° /ears old and core, a record which has hardly been 
achieved in cheeical industry, /urtheraore, I want to mention the fact 
that almost half of all eaployeea cane free, the nor kora' ranksj caster 
craftsmen, senior cccputaters, laboratory eaployeea, and othor employees 
nicest exclusively rose from the workers' ranks. X know froa ay own \ 

personal expenonce that social i«lfare measures for foreign workers 
were handled in the siao spirit as those for the Gernins, as I concerned 
myself with the caro Cor foreign workers, following a speoial coonission 
of the plant management, and hare written a comprehensive survoy of this 
organizational work. I was familUr with tho forolgn uorkors' billots 
fiollowlng numerous visits, and I know about the food free 0 the menus 
and the weekly computations of caloric values, otc.j I myself saw the 
polyolinios, the hospitals, children's nurseries, and I also attended 
rollers*la for perforaancesrea several occasions, which were plannod for 
tho axtromely active recreational progracs. 

Baaed on these impressions, I can stateiForeign orkors rere, 
in principle, treatod in the some way as tho Gcrsan rorkors as far as a 
social welfare work was concerned. I el*ays found comp managers, doctors, 
feed supply supervisors, and recreational activities organizers extremely 
busy to do everything for alleviating the lot of the snay thousands of 
foreign workers,

and to treat them as human beings and iyit as slave vorkers, even to the 
•rtont of replacing their hemelands,-which rere inaccessible to them, 
because of ear docditions. I recall that I often thought at that timei 
at some future date these carp Inmates will speak favorably of Geimany 


and of German customs. I cannot imagine that I should have been mistaken 


in this expectation. 

In 1%3 and at the beginning of 19U. 1 attended and participated 
in a aocial political measure, initiated by the Lodwigshflfon Plant, 
which I thought singular for Genany at that time, and which was 
prosuaaoly the fery first step in this direction. Conjointly with 


Dr. iJurster, the manager of the social welfare department, Dr. ^siss, 
fallowing consultations with the plant psycholegist Dr. V 0 tter and 


Dr. Seise, had started training courses for plant Junher leaders on 
the Kohlhof near Heidelberg, whioh aimod at areuslng and promoting 
thair interest end understanding for matters concerning supervisors' 
duties in the plant. 


During these courses I regularly gave a looture concerning the 
history of the Ludwigshdfon plant. During those lectures I fully 
reeogni 2 ed the importance of this measure for introducing a eongenial 
and cooporativo spirit in the relations amongst plant employees, 
but I was also able to ascertain that Dr. "urster actively participated 
in promoting this course by visiting each student of the above course 
at the fohlhof, giving lectures thore. Joining thoir suppers, and 
instigating detailed discussions aasngst them. 
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In conclusion I wish to stote thnt I novor witnossoc 
such nn motive pertioipetien cn tho pert cf tho plcnt 
urn gera, evoc to the detrll* cf plcnt scciil 
welfare policies, cs the -ctivitios cf Dr. '7UEHILR nt 
Ludwlgshrfen, elthcngh I der It in uy histcrior.l work 
with ell tho I.G. plants which beocno kn:wn through 
uy publlorti'ns.

Concoming tho troatront of foreign workers in the I.G. Plant Ludwiga- 
hafon, I air able to rake tho following atatorentt 

In Auguat 1944, aovoral participants of a foroignora vacation training 
course stayed with co; the Dhiv„raity of Hcldolborg aponsorod thlq 
courao. Scwo of those pecplo wore Itali.ana, such as an Italian lady 
doctor, Dottorosaa Porini froc Plcronco, and an Italian buainoaa ran 
by the naro of Fcxio t arsocchi frer Siona. 

I hoard froc fiorr Dr. A, "'siss that cn tho occasion cf a stay of 
Belgian profcaaora and studonts, a ccnductcd tcur w-a planned through 
the social welfare inatallationa of the l.G. plant LucMgahafcn, and 
I requested that tho two It-llara runtioood, and I ryaclf as thoir in- 
torproter, should bo allowed tc participate. Thia requoat was ccwpliod 
with. IXu-ing this ina[octicn ro also 3a- a nurbor cf barracVs e*«rr* 
housing civilian *r>rkcri of v-ricus noticnalitios, abovo all, Eastern 
werkora. The fact th«t the plant ranarcront of tho Ludwigshafon 
Plant permitted foreign visitors 
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(page 2 of original) 

to inspect those carps appears to be a dear sign that thoy thought 
tf^$Q installations to be quite exemplary. 

Our Inspection confirred this fact, which was also substantiated by 
the free ard unfottored conversations which tho Belgian guests wore 
permitted to have with the French and Bolgian workers, who, as far as 
I knew, did net lodge any rdjcr ccrplaints. Ono rinor ccr.plaint was, 
for inatanco, that tho sausage which "ns served as cold cuts was not 
durable cn account of tho hot woath. r, which fact rado it impossible 
to store it. Tho gonlercn.of tho social welfare department who conduc¬ 
ted us through tho carp mado a noto that this hhortccwing was to bo 
elirlnatod without dolay. 

I,boing a weean, ins particularly interested in tho welfare work for 
tho women and children in tho Eastern werkor's carp. Tho largo enrp 
hospital had, apart frer an oporntion thoat r, a laboratory and nurorous 
sick roewa, and a special ratornity w*rd whore Russian ridwivos ooro 
working. Infants wore put in tho infants' ward, which'Vad tho Intoot and 
rost modernistic oquipront. There was a kindergarten for the small 
ohildron and a children's nursery for tho bigger ones; for thoso atton- 
ding school thoro w-s a school building where ono Gcr-an and ond 
Russian toachor woro working. As far as I can rereeber, thoro woro 
approximately forty infants in tho kindergarton and sixty children 
in the children's nursery. Approximately fifteon ohildron attondod 
school,. Furthermore, I can soil rcrorber tho congenial furnishings of tho 
kindergarten, which suited the t«ste of tho children admirably, and 
the kindnoss displayed both by the German and the Russinn toachor. 

I was also impressed by tho particularly pleasant furnishing of a 
number of barracks 
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(p-go 2 of original) 

which, 93 we had been told, housed the best and rest efficient pupils. 
They were given rateflsl cloan their b-rr-cks, such as rcugh- 
surfaso pnpor, and also curtaira, t-blo ccvora, etc., etc. Tho chil¬ 
dren appeared to be gay and were obviously very contented. 

Particularly irpressive was tho kitchen, which was spacious, 
reticeoualy clean, and equipped with‘the rest rcdomlstic 
rachinory, Thoro, I noticed large electric tipping frying Fans, of a pat- 
torn which I had not known bofore. Pregnant weron and thoso in child¬ 
bed wofo oxorpt frer all work in the plant, and thy h«d boon dotailod 
to light klthbcn ohorcs, such as pooling ptatocs, otc, 

Tho carps -ore ror-rk«bly clo-r and in -cod erdor, not withstanding tho 
fact that sovoral air raids had boon r-do on tho plant and the oanps, 
alroady at that tiro, Herr K i o n i, tho ranagor of tho atorago «nd 
supply dopartront who conducted us inforred us of tho great difficulties 
in replacing berb dar-ged oquip*ont again and again, and ho told uo that 
ho succoodod in gottinp now ratorial as often as throo tiros in so- 
vorsl cases.

I rororbor th«t a banker had boon built in front of tho hospital in 
tho Russian carp, -hich served tho purroso of aocccodating siok 
pcoilo and children in enso of air raids. In tho sc-callod tmdosron's 
barracks of tho Russian carp, a Russian mran ras in charge of tho 
tailor's hhep. Sho knew sewa Ger-an arv* told us that she, whe had boon 
tho owner of a largo estate, had lest her husband, hor sons and her 
estate through the Bolsheviks. Sho was very happy th»t sho was allcwod 
tc rerk thoro, **nd sho gavo us a very f«vorablc cc-ront on-tho condi- . 
tlons prevailing in tho carp.

poriod, Horr Director Dr. BURSTER, together ~ith several fthwr gonbloron,

ropoatodly inspected the carp. During sere of those inspections, I 
rysolf heard hew Dr. FOSTER instructed tho carp r.anagoront that 
appropriate ••rrangorerts t*ere required as f^r housing and troatront 
was co nee mod, if those pccplo (ho was referring tc foreign workers) 


could bo oxpeotod to do ary work at all. In this connection

he coeplained abcut tho billets, which ho thought were not sufficiently 
clean. Following this coeplnint, an irradiate and thorough oarp 
cleaning took place. 

I ofton observed during rvy work in Carp 2 and through working in the

plant itself, where tho foreign rerkors wore wrployod, that Dr. 

KURSTER was very hurano ard considerate towards those foreign workers. 

In tho Badischo inilin-4 Soda- Factory, Ludwigshafen on tho Rhino - 
Oppau tho workers nero generally of tho opinion that Dr. WURSTER 
did not spare any efforts tc help the foreign workors. 

Both bofero wnd after tno Rational Socialists seised power, I was their 
detorrinod opponent. For a j»rlodcf IP ronth I was hold in custody 
at tho district court Friscn in L..«hrigshafon bcoauao of ry hostilo 
attitudo and activities against tho Basis during tho Hitler rogiro, and 
in 1937 I was cn trial cf high treason bofore tho Pooplo's Court at 
Borlin, Bosidos, I had boon doclartd unworthy to carry arrs bacause of ny 
anti- Ihsl attitudo. In 1942 I assisted two Fronoh TOWs to osoapo by 
providing thor with civilian clothes and food supplios. Furthorroro, 
in So^onbor 1944, I protoctod two Arorican pilots, who had bailod out 
and roro injured, fkor tho fViricus crowd and thus saved tholr liVos. 
Bocauso of ry political viovs I «ns entirely syrpathotic tow'rds tho 
foreign workers, but although I llkod theso fcroign workers I an

instillations and furnishings which acre necessary to r-ko it n corforts- 
ble hero for tho plant employees, affording thor the noeossary 
rocroaticn In their leisure tiro. Bearing this in rind, an ontiro 
oarp for 400 men was then first acquired which was ready for roving in, 
and whose oquipront was superb oven for the rost spoiled people. 

In tho course of tho war the authorities Introduced spoeiel allocation 
schocos for the distribution of all building Tutorials as well as 
furnishings, Nevertheless, tho plant ranaqenent ccnstantly endeavored 
to buy the necoss^ry raterial for equipping and building tho billots 
whonovor possiblo. 

4. ) Altogether sovon largo ccr-ur.al e-rpe wero built, the dsign of which 
can be soon free the bluoprint dociwont WJRSTER I, oxhiblt TCRSTCR I. 
Thoso oarps woro built at not too groat a distanco frer tho plant in 
ordor to obviats tedious routesfrer ard to work for the carp irratos. 

5. ) Wido reads roinfcrcod with asphalt and partly coverod with ooncroto 
surfacos ran through the ccr-unal carps, Extonsivo lawns and gardons rade 
tho carp a choorful sight. 

The carp Iwlldings wore rostly built frer wood and stood on concroto 
foundations. Dispersed arongst thcr wore also brick txrildings. Caap 
VII ccnsistod ontiroly of brick buildings, 

6. ) Four to twelve beds (2 tiers) vero in tho living roors including 
the noeossary cupboards, chairs, • rd tobies. Tho rajorlty of tho 
billots consisted cf 10 reers with 12 bods each. 
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Each bad w»s equipped with a straw rattrass^ 9 pillow and two blaacwts. 
All beds had bed elotfcoa. When, towards the and of the war, bed linen 
waa not anally obtainable, amngerents were rade that at leaat the 
feralo foreign workers received their bod linen. The cacp of the 
eastern workers, too, received bod llnona. 

7. ) Bathrocra wore separate frer the living roors and were rostly located 
in apeclnl buildings. Their rodornietio oquljrent with running hot 

and cold wator in all tho carps w-s quite uf to the latest hygionic 
roqulrorents. Showora, bathtubs, and foot bathtubs affordod ther the 
possibility of thorough cleaning. The lavatories, which woro located 
in apodal buildings, were, throughout tho carp, BCs and had individual 
cabins. 

8. ) Food w\s distributed in ness halls which «oro ccrfcrtably oqulppod 
with all tho furniture available, and which affordod sufficient soatlng 
facilities for ovoning pcrfoxrancea. A stage in all tho carps node it 
posslblo for tho werkors to havo porforrnneos. 

9. ) Each cf tho carps had installations which were frill t in order to 
savo tho irrates all tiro-consurlng orranda outside tho oarp, such as 
barber shopa, trodosnon*^ shops, laundries, and dry cleaning roors, 
as well as cantoons, storing all the ccrroditios of every day llfo 
which wore available at that tiro. 

Tho Storage and Supply Dop^rtrent constantly was ondeavoring to supply 
adequate clothing and fcctwear for tho foreign werkors, which boenro 
increasingly difficult on account of tho prcvniline conditions. 
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However, they succeeded in obtaining on unusually large accent for 
the carp inrated considering tho conditions at that tire. Specially 
o quip pod clothes rccea had been built, where clothes worostorod 
and issued after applications had been exnrlned. 


10 .) Dispensaries, sick tays, dental clinics, as well as a ratomity 
ward and infant's nursery in the carp fer eastern workers wore avai¬ 
lable for raintalning health standards and for affording radical 
trentront. The factory's sick fund had a brahch in Carp I for tho 
Carp inratos. 


Vormin oxtorrinaticn installations rado it possiblo that all newoorers 
woro freo cf vorrin. Also, in rogular intervals, thoir billots woro 
dlslnfcctod. All liking and day roers were hosted during tho cold 
soason, and fuel was frooly dlstritwtod. Tho oarp for tho oastorn 
workors, as well os Carps II and III, which housod rostly French 
workers, had control stenr hosting which was quppllod frer tho 
carp, boenuso theso two carp* woro qalte closo to tho plant itsolf, 

11 .) Largo scalo building projoota for orocting such s corrunal oarp, 
for Instance, lovollng cf tho torrltory, building of roads, oorp 
inclosures, oannalixaticn jjrojeots, water and ' electricity supplios, 
sotting up of buildings (housing barracks), kitchon and ross roors, 
storage buildings, bathroora and lovatorios, adrinistrsticn buildings, 
etc.) caused ccrdidorablo expenditure. Howovor, following Dr. 
BURSTER'S instructions all expenditures wore granted 
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to rake the atop billets as pleasant and accocodatlngto tho foroign 
workers as possible. 



12 .) la hostels, of which there was a considerable arount even beforo 
tho carps were built, atorage and business roers, halls, as well aa aooo 
school buildings, which had been converted into billots, wore used. 
During tho war they were not uaod for their proper purpose, and they 
wore equipped in the sare way as I have described ooncorning tho carps. 
Altogether, thoro were approxiratoly forty bostola which wero dia- 
poraod over all sections of tho cities of Ludwigshafon and t'annholn. 


13.) Isaignod workers in tho hostels rwooivod hot meals in tho plant 
kitchons or in tho rocroationhiilding. Soro of thor had their own 
kitchens which were Just aa troll oquippod as tho plant kitchons. 





14.) Tho hotols which had boon rontod by tho plant nnnagoiront aooo- 
nodated nostly foroign workors. Accorodati / *ns woro such «a could 
bo opootod in a hotter class hotol. 


Tho guests could hnvo thoir broakfaot in s breakfest roor, whilo 
thoy had thoir rain roels, togothor with tho Gcrran crploycos, in ono 
of the largo plant ross roors - oithor in tho oonrunal building 
or tho recreation building. 

15.) More than, 1.000 foreign erployoos were bllletted in privato 
roor3 of tho city area during tho war. I know that tho pdlicc issued 
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Tory stringent decrees according to "high foreigner* in private 
billots wore to be boused in tho plant oarpa. However, the plant 
ranagerent opposed this plan, because these foreigners were ex¬ 
clusively quiet and reliable eeployoes- The carp ranagerent sup¬ 
ported this by stating that no accorodntions wero available. 

16 .) A considerable adrinistrative rachnlnery ms required to doal 
with all r.attors concerning acecrodation and billotting as srodthly 
as possiblo. 

Tho naneger of tho a to fa go and supply Dopr.rVcnt had a control adrinls- 
tr*tlon offico for this pxirpoao, Va which all genoml ratters wore 
doalt with (acquisition of furnishings and clothing, billotting 
planning, oxarln’tion of roquosts, both ordinary and urgent.). 

This offioc issuod instructions to the leading adrinlatratlvo 
officials who wero in charge of tho rarious adrinlatratlvo bron¬ 
chos in tho individual carps. By using interpreters thoy doalt with 
personnel and supply proble-s for tho carp inratos, who ^erc housod 
in thoir Jurisdictional sootions, thoy issued real tickots, woro in 
ohargo of pest offices, and h"d tc de«l with all other tasVa that 
cropped up during an ordinary werking day as sufcrittod by such n largo 

nurbor of pooplo.

It was sufficient in the hostels with their sirplo operational sche¬ 
dule that a hostel Janitor took care of -'ll rattoros there. These 
elderly quiet ron, who did every thing tc care for thoir guosts. 
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did everything to rake their at'y in such « hostol ■ pleasant 
recreation fror thoir work. 

17.) Thore were, of course, considerable difficulties because of the 
■irultanecus ncccrcdaticn of rany thousand erployoos of rarioua 
nationalities together with nurorcos Gorrnns. 

If there was a very largo sorter cf employees of one and tho 
Bare nationality, it was possible to billot thcr in ono carp (for 
instance, a conrun'l carp for eastern workors, and anothor one for 
Fronch workors). 

In C"CFB with cnly srall nurbors of lnr*tos, tho carps had to bo dividod 
arongst tho various n-tion-litios, and it was quito custorary that 
foreign workers of various nationalities wore billctted in tho s»ro 
oorrunal carp with tho Cerran inratos. The indlvidu-1 groups of 
workers«of the saro nationality wore usually billotted in cno hostel. 

In this ranner tho foreign workors' ccrmdoship and rutual national 
bonds could bo rotained. Foralo workers wore, in principle, billotted

soparato frer tho ralo workers.* Generally, tnoy woro billotted in 
hostols ncccrdlng to nurbors and nationality.

1. In 1921 I ontored the services of the Badische 
.jiilin-% Soda-Fabrik, Ludwigshnfen/Rhine and am 
still omployed by thi3 firm as a Bauingenleur 
(Construction- enginoer) . 

During tho war 5 camps for foreign and German 
laborers wore conctructcd undor my supervision which 
were designated as camps I, II and VI. 

2. Camp I wa3 originally constructed for approximately 
2000 persons in the year 1941/42 bet .een borders of 
the plants Lu r>nd Op (Eottstuecker eg). It consisted . 
of 23 buildings serving as living quarters, 2 mess- 
buildings with built in kitchens, 2 bathhouses with 
barber's shops, 9 lavatory-huts, 1 administration 
building,- 1 dispensary and 1 delousing hut. 


3. The individual building serving as living-quarters 

were built of timber, with rock-wool insulation 

covered 

, between two wails, the flat roofs were/with a double 
layer of tar-paper and wire in some cases built on 
pile-work or concrete foundations. The outer and inner 
coats of paint were fire-proofed. 
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Sach of these living quarters contained 10 rooms for 

12 men each and 4 rooms for 2 men each. There was 8.30 

• 

cbm living space provided for every man. Each of the 
large rooms had 6 twin beds with straw mattresses, 
head- rest, blanket and bed-clothes, as well as 6 
double- cupboards .stoolls, chairs and table electric 
lighting as well as fire extinguishers in the passages. 

4. The mess buildings with diningroom and kitchen were 
also built of timber, there was a cellar under the 
kitchen for purposes of storing provisions, electri¬ 
cally heated kitchen-equipment, i.e. e cauldron, 
frying pan3, electric appliances etc. 

5. The washrooms were situated in the right hand part of 
the building, there wore dressing rooms as woll as 
showers baths, while on the lefthnnd side the wash- 
stands or ".aschpilze" woro equipped with hot and 
cold running water. Each bathhouse cont»ined also 

2 bathtubs, a wahh house and a barber's shop. 

6. The buildings containing the lavatories wore centrally 
located in the vicinity of the living- quarters*, had 
continually flushed urinrls, whereas the lavatories 
had individual closets which could be locked and which 
automatically flushed. 

7. ?aste water from lavatories,dispensary bathhouses and 
kitchens passed through filters to the side sewer 

or the main drainiage system. 

7. The chief camp leader and his fellow aamp leaders 
(Kameradschaftsfuehrer) were housed in small rooms 
in the administration building; there were also post 
offices, for receipt and payment of money, and other 
administrative offices. 
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8. The dispensary - or sick - fcay barracks eonsisted of 
siok rooms, waiting-room, consultation room, sitting 
rooms for doctors and hospital attendants, bathrooms 
and lavatories. 

9- The streets were granded rnd tarred, there were lawns 
between roads and buildings. The streets were electri- 
cclly lighted . 

10. All buildings were equipped with central heating and 
two boiler-houses which supplied at the same time 

the bathhouses, mess barrrcks, dispensary- and delousing 
barracks with hot water. 

11. Camp IIThad worn for 1 800 men and was built in the 
year 1942. It was built and equipped in the same 
way as camp I . 

Crmp VI was built for 2 500 men r n d wa3 built in 1943- 
1944. Constructed in the same way as the other c-raps 
the streets, however, were made of concrete; bathhouse 
as well as dispensqry barracks were equipped with hot 
and cold running water and equipped with central 
heating. All other huts had either brick or iron 
stoves which wero heated with coal. 

12. No cost or offont was spared in the building and . 
equipping of the living quarters; it was the desire 
of the factory management to provide the camp-inmates 
with the best- possible living - and sleeping quartors 
as well as clean dining rooms which could also be used 
for theater performances and concerts.

1. ) As the responsible plant engineer for underground 
engineering of the I.G.Frrbcn plant in Ludwigshafen, 
with which I have been since 1928, I was, from 1940- 
1944 in chrrge of street - rnd road construction, 
canalisation and drainego of buildings es well as 
all underground .'.engineering necessary fpr the supply 
of Camps I, and II with power, such ns gas, water and 
electricity. I was, therefore, able to got a clear 
picture of the construction of Camps I end II which 
were being built for foroign end ^eraan laborers. 

2. ) The cemps were spaciously laid out. Crmp I covered 
an area of 7,5 ha. 1,6 ha of these were taken up by 
living quarters and other .buildings (dispensary, kit¬ 
chen, heating -plant, baths, lavatories etc) wo that 
something like 80£ of tho total area was open space. 

There was,therefore, ample room for rll installations, 
those above ground as well es those underground. 

The fresh water pipes which held the *ator-supply for 
fire- extinguishing purposes flushing of the lavatories 
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etc, were connected with the pipe lines of the factory, 
whereas the drinking -water ^>ipcs were connected with 
the town-water-supply-line. Steam was produced in a 
special boilerpl.-nt and the pipes were conducted to 
the buildings in special concrete tunnels. In this 
way one managed to avoid overhead pipes (Rohrbruecken) 
which would have spoiled the whole aspect of the 
camps. 

3. ) The network of Streets and roads were planned in the 
same careful way. The main roads which covered altogether 
11 ha. were constructed according to the most modern 
principles, and at great expense. A solid foundation 

of rock grcvcl was covered with asphalt, bordered 
by curbstones so that the lawns were pleasantly set 
off against tho streots. The footpaths and entries to 
the separate buildings wore covered with yellowish 
brimstone from the Odonwald and provided nn agreeable 
contrast of color to the green of the lawns, rod 
ornamontal shrubs. It was in such a way possiblo to avoid 
even in damp woathor having unnecessary dirt carried 
into tho living - quarters an arrangement which greatljy 
contributed to tho cleanliness and homeliness of 
tho living quarters. 

4. ) Particular attention was ginen to the hygienic 
demands by construction of a widespread system of 
canalization (Approx. 1 km ) which was in every way 
equal to tho demands made upon such municipal 
installations. Lavatories were inst-llod in 9 separate 
buildings and ;ere provided with water-fluishing 
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and heating; furthermore there was a fresh - water 
filter installation *s5 e t?(fbetween each of these 
lavatory - buildings and the sewers, so as to avoid 
nuisance from evil odors. 

An automatic pumping station connected the sewer 
network with the main canalization - system of 
the plant. 


5.) Camp II was constructed on the same principles of 
careful plrnning and technical thoroughness as Camp I; 
here too one kept to the same principle of spacious¬ 
ness which v/as typical for nil the Camps of the Plant 
and is a 3ign of the desire to create healthy living 
conditions. 


6.) Tho above report restricts itself to the doscrlptio: 
of the genor.-l construction of Camps I end II. And just 
as the internal construction of the living quarters and 
the administration buildings(bathhouses, kitdhens, 
day-rooms, hospitals etc) refldot the desire of the 
plant -management to provide for the foreign laborers 
sanitary and in every way unobjectionable living 
quarters, the general construction beers proof tint thq 
humane treatment of the foroign workers was the main 
aim of these loading personalities•and th^t no pains 
or cost wore spared in the realization of those 
ideas.

In agreement with the Firm of 
Dleu * Allain we have now appointed workers' spokeman 
also for this camp.

In future the workers' spokesman will be responsible for 
order and tidiness in the o-*uap.

I, Albert .»• H u o 1 t a r , born on 18 October 1891 

at Cologne-lIuchUieim/Rhine, of protestant confession,

residing since ..ugust 1945 at LudwigshafeVkkine 
Ebc-rtstrasse 32, have boon duly warned that I make 
myself liable to punishment by making a false affidavit. 

I declare on oath that ay affidavit is true rnd has been 
made in order to be submitted in evidence before the 
Military Tribunal at the Prince of Justice, Nuernberg, 
6crmany. 

1. Following a stay of many years ebroad, I returned in 

1922 from Amsterdam to ^ruheim and was until the beginning 
of the war co-founder and co-proprioter of the coffee 
import firm Gebrueder HUSLTER in Mannheim. Among ay 
customers was also the Storage and Supply Department 
of the I.G.Fnrbonindustric ct Ludwigshafen. ..‘ith tho 
beginning of the war, my firm was included in the genaral 
closing operation. Fron the aiddlo of 1940 until tho end 
of 1942 I was in tire nrny as an interpreter r.nd in 
January 1943 after sickness of longer duration, 

I Joined the I.G.Firbenindustrio, Ludwigshafen, Storage) 
and Supply Dopartaont, as business and interpreter 
(for four languages). 

2. After a short training period I was put in ch rge of the 
c.-ro and supervision of tho kitchens and mess halls in 
tho com nun ;1 barracks. «t that time approxim toly 12 
large kitchens equipped with up-to-date facilities 
existed at the c^raps, which operated pirtly with steam 
and partly with coal or electricity. The number of 
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the «erman and foreign workers accomodated in billet camp3 
who had to be fed every doy amounted to up to 
14 000 persons. Everyday at noon and evening warm meals 
were served, that is, approxim toly 28 000 meals a day. 
The meals were served in spacious mess halls just as in 
a large restaurant, mornings e warm coffee beverage was 
served, whereas the cold foods for the day(bread, butter, 
sausage, cheese, sugar marmolade etc.), .ere distributed 
already on the previous evening. On work deys the dinner 
could 1c eaten in the mess halls of the plants, together 
with the Gorman workers. 


Tho menu, compiled for one week and made up at conferences 
where the most efficient utilization of the available 
foodstuffs »as discussed at length was postod in each 
me88ha 11 in the native tongue of the various foreign . 
workers partaking of tho meals. The exact quantity of 
the meat-potetoes - vegotablcTbread rations etc. was 
indicated, so that each holder of food tickets could 
inform himself oxactly about quantities served him. 

Each kitchen was put in ch~rgo of a first rate kltchan 
master, all of then with many years experiences abroad. 
Cooks as well as male and female kitchen help, worked 


under their supervision. 

In each kitohon male -nd female personnel from tho ranks 
of the foreigners also worked. Tho meals.were cooked 

i 
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therefore , by the foreigners themselves, and the tastes 
of the various nations were t~ken into account to a 
1 -rge degree. The prep‘ration of the meals was made under 
extremely clean conditions. Tho procured foodstuffs 
wore always fresh, of the best quality and were constant* 
ly checked, “eat and sausage were procured from first 
rate butcher shop, breed cane from the large bakery of 
tho consumer's co-opor'tivc and other larger bakeries 
just as "11 the other foodstuffs wore purchased from renow¬ 
ned firms. The purchase of merchandise of inferior quali- 
tity was never tolerated. 

In ordor to avoid any shortage broad was always purchuasod 
in largo enough qu'*ntities to last for 2 to 3 days. ‘ i 'his 
was done in consideration of bombing attacks, because 
the possible destruction of the large bakeries would 
certainly hive resulted in scarvities of breed. Bec~uso 
of the fact that bread was distributed daily to tho 
workers, it Is quite out of the question th-t the bread 
was s t*lo or dried out. The short storage period only 
rode the bread more wholesome and on the whole it 
surpassed gr.atly in quality the bread which is consunod 
nowedays in Germany, .hito bread was not stored, but 
distributed to the consumers on the sane day. 

For the storage of easily perishable foodstnffs each 
kitchen was equipped with large electrical refrigeration 
installations. The preparation of tho meals was constantly 
supervised by foreign workers and their findings were 
ohtored in i check journal- The kitchen personnel partook 
of the same food as the other holders of food tickets. 
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I nyaolf ate tho same food against tho food tickets. 

The provisioning of tho foreigners working at the I.J. 
plant Lad'igshafon was widely known as being of first 
rate qiality, which fact was also acknowledged by 
workers assigned to other factories. 

6 . The plant aonogoment paid ouch attention not only to 
tho first rato provisioning of the workers assigned 
for work in tho plant, but -Iso to the cost correct • 
way of its distribution. On each distribution counter 
stood table sc-los and every consumer was entitled 
to h-vo his ration of cold foods such as bread, butter 
sausages, sugar etc. chocked by re-weighing it. 
Alternating daily, I made surprise visits to tho 
kitchens and mcsshnlls and interviewed tho workers 
personally, ns to whethor they were satisfied. Some¬ 
times I was told of grievances bcc-use it could not 
bo otherwise in a plant of such r. large size. 

Howovor, duch grievances were in no comparison with 
tho great mass of the provisioned people, .'.'overtholess 
3uch grievances were ~lways carefully examined and if 
at -11 possible werj remedied at once. Consequently, 

I was on tho bust possible terms with the foreigners of 
tho various nations and according to my personal experi¬ 
ences I cm only confirm thrt the entire work of the 
Storage and Supply Department was h.-nied in the most 
correct manner. 

By order of the plant e negement, our chief .at that 
time, Herr .I3HS, dily inspected often also together 
with the plant manager Dr. ..URSTER-the storerooms and 
kitchens 
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tasted the food some tines here and soma tines there 
pnd his interest in the wolf~.ro of the foreigners was 
beyond ell limits. Nothing was good enough for them qnd 
he was on the r*n day and night. That is no exaggeration, 
but a fact which was known to every foreigner. The 
e'ep loaders who wore assigned by the Gercon Labor Front 
had no influence whatsoever on tho kitchen nrnagoment. 

By order of Karr .urstor, they were not *1lowed to stay 
in the kitchens so th't they wor deprived ol ov.ry 
opportunity ot % proforential feeding . However, they wore 
allowed to forwari grievances submitted to them by 
the foreigners to the chief of the Storage and Supply 
Department. 

7. Those foreign wortcers whose places of work were loo-tod 
too far away from the numerous food distribution pl~cos, 
received thoir hot coals in l~rgo thermos food 
containers, which w.ro forwarded to them in time for 
every monl. Sven if it concerned only very sm-ll labor 
unit, the hot coals were forwarded in that manner. 
Obstacles rin that respect caused by had weather and 
Inter on by war events, were surmounted ns fra ns 
possible. Everything sinply had to work out nil 

right and every single person of the a~ny thousands of 
foreign workers plus the ^orman workers were aware of 
nothing else than the fact that the meals ~nd foodstufis 
were distributed at tho right time. 

8 . Concerning the distribution of meals I *ant to mention 
qlso that next to the distribution counters a speci*1 
counter was provided for, where the kitchen personnel 
cleaned the mess kits carefully in running hot water. 

9 . If foreigners intended to take hijjcs on Sundays, they 
received against surrender of the food tickets, travel 
provisionings fdr such deys. 
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Often they brought back fruit, grapes ~nd oven wine 
from such trips, because all were entitled to buy in 
addition unrationed food. I sew for instT.co many Eastern 
workers returning from the Rhein-Heardt rrilroad during 
the vintage period, loaded down with baskets full 
of grapes etc. I recolloct this observation so vividly, 
because of the fact that I myself could get no grapes 
for my family. 

10. In ca.sc the water supply was Interrupted nt times . 

% 

soveral large water tan': trucks were -.1 once put in 
operation to bring in the necessary drinking water. Hov/ovor, 
it happened also that as c result of bombing attacks 
too much water was t-.ppod from the municipal pipelines 
for tho purpose of fire fighting .and that therefore our 
water tank trucks could not be filled up within the 
city limits. In that case, they wore sent to distant 
communities in order to gut the water there. For thn 
purpose the drivers of the water trucks- several trucks 
each with two tank cars, with r. c-pacity of 10 000 tans 
each wore avail bio - were provided with - certificate 
on which tho communities were asked to delivor water 
ag-lnst future payment. Tho transport.of water lasted at 
tho nest 1-3 hours and in that way every posiiblo lack 
of water was -'voided. Howover, in most cases tho water 
trucks wen already under way in times of danger of 
bombing attacks in order to bring in water from the 
outside, so th~t no interruption of tho food distribution 
occurred at ail. 

11 . Every mess hall was equipped with a canteen, where bejr 
and lemonade, cigarettes and other tobacco products 
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were sold at the regular prices. I paid special 
attention to the fact that the beer glasses were 
filled properly. Nobody s/as to be cheated. Price 
tables were posted at the distribution counters in ''orman 
and in foriign lahguages. 

After working hours itinerant peddlers often assembled 
at the entrances of the camps or in the streets 
leading to the oaaps -.nd offered items for the dally 
use, such as toilet articles, custom jewelry, refreshments 
also fruit and spicy vegetables such as onions, garlic 
etc, for 3ale. 

All customiry holidays in Germany were observed nnd 
celebrated by the foreigners as well as by the Germans. 

Tho Christas celebration too was observed by nil 
foroignor3. In tho mess hells, large Christians troos were 
crocted and the coals during those holidays wero of a 
much hotter quality. Some of tho foroignern ware granted 
compassionate loavo to bo spent in their homo countrios. 
Those who had to remain in the camps received Christmas 
presents. In that connection I rocollect that even 
at Christmas tino 1944, each foreigner:; rocoived a pre¬ 
sent consisting of foodstuffs, o.*ke -nd sometimes "Iso 
brandy.* 

n8 the war approached its close nothing was ch nged 
in tho way of the tho foreigners, custo¬ 

mary up to then. It vns kopt up that way /nd our interest 
in their welfare did not diminish until tho last day.

Subject: Kitchen for It-lions, building 829. 

After returning froa ny vaertion, I found to my surprise 
that without approval of the kitchen master a storage 
room, wherx stockpiles were stored, had been used as p. 
cess room for group- lenders (K''meradsch'ftsfuehrer). 

Not only meals wore taker, in th~t room, but the men 
even smoked there. In short, I found th~t conditions 
prevailed in that storage roon which cannot be condoned 
under any circuist-ndos. 

I repeat what I urged upon the persons in question some 
time ngo, nr-.oly that group loaders '•nd cc-workers 
of the It lion bureau should t ke their me;.Is at a 
separate tiblo, in the .ess h'll which 3hould bo sot up 
at such a iistcnco from tho others th~t they c-'nnot bo 
disturbed luring me 1 times by the It-lion workers. x n 
the course of time, I found out during my almost daily 
inspections th-t the toss h* 11 was never so terribly crowMo 
th~t out co-wor’rers could not have a separate table 
provided for the-solves, “oroover, it is solely a matter 
of oduc- tion to teach the ^t-li-'n workers that they uro 
not supposed to disturb the group loaders during meal times. 
Beyond that it is tho duty of a group leader to bo a 3hinr 
ing example for his own work-comrades lod by him, not only 
concerning work, but also in the manner of paxbiking of 
his meals, as well as in his entire private life, as 
long as this life runs its coiirse in the c/*mp. If ho would 
eat his meals in a sep-rntc closed room, 
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then the other work-comrades would rightly suspect th-.t 
he was either getting better food or larger quantities 
th°n everybody else. This suspicion must be dispelled 
by facts. 3y the way, at this opportunity I want also to 
bring '•bout a clean separation in that the kitchen 
and its work rooas should not be enter:d in general, also 
not by the group leaders. The kitchen oastor is the 
absolute boss of these rooms. Furthermore, he is in 
charge of the supervision of -11 natters connected with 
consignation of the dinner in the ness h-11. The kitchen 
master is responsible only to me personally or to ny 
doputy Herr Karl Schmid-concerning all natters connoctod 
with tho preparation *nd the serving of the neals.

Nonmally the representative of the Ofimp ■aenrgomont should 

restrict his activity to soo to it that the nc6S halls 
cro kept clean, well boated r.nd lighted, i.e. that 
c general order is upheld end adhored to? he should 
however avoid any kini of interference in the authority 
of the kitchen master.

This clean separation of duties is absolutely necessary.

The rcculnr hospital food was supplied by tho plant kltchon eitue.tod 
at a diotanco of about ICC notars, vhoro it was socially proparod 
for tho hospital. Duo to the fret that following an inspocticn by 
the police authorities, tho h^soital was reoacnited as such, wo received 
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supplementary rations cf neat, butter. floor, farlnacious foods, 
vhito bread, ailk end so^ar, sup->leetatary rations without which 
therapeutical diets os old never have teen carried through. 

Those oupplcncntery food stuffs were nocossary alone on acoount of 
the fact that the mater of .-as trio and Intestinal dcscraos was 
relatively hl.th, especially Curiae tho a tumor nonths, and affoctlvo 
euros could cnly he achioved through proper diet. Tho chrn/-o fron 
hospital dlot to normal camp diet oftor tho roloaso was difficult;

It was rise nocossary tc start oottinc up a now disponerry so as 
to bo ablo to o"ntinuo with tho oensultinc hours; a kinder art on 
in Prlosonhois which bolocrod to tho olant was lnacdlatoly oenvortod 
fer this new purpcoo, so that tho rooxlar disponsrry rcutino a>uld 
bo roou-.od thcro nanxinfcly occn. 

A few days aftor tho abovo aontionod raid I npprorchod Dr. \‘U^ST32 
r.piin with now ~>lcnn, wishes and worrios. Acoonacdations had boon found 
for tho ooriously sick, but to carry on with rocular hospital 
troataont in tho caorconQ" -uaxtors was out of tho coxestion. Transfers 
to tho cvorcrowdod hospitals oould only bo effected in sorious 
casos.

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I requested that a new hcsnital for foreigners with at least 120 
hods be sot up. Tko request was .rrantod ianedirtely and the 
oxeoutlon was handled In the cost sonorous nanner. Only doe to 
Dr. uUaSTZS's initiative could *bo building of the now c#cp hospital 
bo started lnaadlatoly. However, on acoount of continuous air raids 
It bocane June 1944 bafero tho new hospital could so Into operation, 
for tho tine boing with 89 bods; It was constructed to hold 1Z0. 

All experiences wo had .tatherod for runnins a earn hospital, all 
loprovooonts concornlru- eculpaont and allocation of opaco wore taken 
into acoount and it Is a nattor of ocurso that all public hoalth 
regulations woro obsorred. 

So as to be independent of tho central heat 1 nr and hot wntor supply 
which was continuously out «f or dor duo to air raid daca-TO, our own 
hot wntor systan was put Into o-'oration. Tho reception, disinfoctlon, 
hospital clothos, food * 01 * organised In acoordanco with tho hlthorto 
adopted nothods. Tho wardons livod in tho houso itself and tho 
aolntcnanco and hoatlns of tho building wno in tbo hands of a 
superintendent. Apart froa tho Sollux laaps and njnnrntuocB for hot 
air treataent there rlso was a trained nasscur pveilablo whceo cation 
included riving; thorrpcutical baths. 

11. Just when things in the now faor'ltal had bosun to run Baocthly, 
another air raid on 5 Soptoabor 1944 dostreyod also this building 
ooaplotoly, 3 aonths after It was -wt in oooration and oxnctly- 
1 yoar 
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aftor tha destruction of the hoa-itnl in C rap I. Thank God there was 
ttoVfly killed thia tine, either.cutwe'were euddonly faced with 
haring to find cnergeacy ~uartora for noro than 60 seriously sick 
petionts. 

Through negotiations with tho administration of tho City Hospital 
wo woro ablo to install 58 beds as early as Sovenbor IS -i, nanoly in 
ono story of tho Pcstalossl School, an annex cf tho City Hospital, 
after our own pooplo had first ropairod tho danago thoro. Horo, too, 
tho caap physician was in charco; Goman and foroign edioel holpora 
as well ns 2 siutora did duty thoro. Sori^us surgical cases woro 
transforrod to tho surgical dopartnont at tho City Hospital. Horo, 
too.tho food was orcridod by tho Household division of '.ur plant.

Tho air raid* which toca=o evor aoro froouont and ooncontratod 
soon destroyed rise this hospital and made a transfor to tho collar 
of tho building nocossary.

increasing numbor of -ationts taring consulting hears, noro space 
had to to aado available through rownstruction, which, hewovor, 
node rc.rular work et tho disponsary possitlo.

was finally dostroyod at tho niddle of Aamst; horo too, a ddroct 
hit dostroyod alswst the ontiro oqulpoont and a.bovo rll tho crxd indox 
of tho nntionts.

I, tho below - signed, Otto SCKSiT, born on 27 December 1139 tn 
Gercorsheia in tho palatinate, resident of Heidelberg, Kaisor- 
strasso 41, have boon duly warned that I aa liable to punishment, 
if I make a false affidavit. I herewith affirm that qy statement 
is true and was i»do in order to be subdtted as evidenco bof>ro 
the military Tribunal for Case 6, in tho Palaco of Justice in 
Nuremberg, Gormany. 

1. I have boon in tho oqploy of tho Dadische .nilin- & Soda-Fa’>rik, 
Ludwigahafen on tho Rhino, since 1 July 1911. From 1919 on, I was 
oxport for worker's affairs, and sinco 1939, I have boon hoad of 
tho porsonnol Department for Jorkors in tho Dadischo Anilin- & ^ 

Soda-Fabrik. .is a result of qy work during tho war, I ac also 
completely informed about tho labor aaoirnawt of foroign workors and 
tho prisoners of war allocated to tho plant. t 

■At tho suggestion of tho District Labor Exchange tho uso 
of tho orlo and foutlo Eastern workors in our plants had 
boon investigated as wo had boon throatonod with thoir 
withdrawal and oxchnngo for women froa Lorraino if 
they wore not oaploycd in accordance with tho ro.ulatlons. 

The investigations had shown that 3# wore oaploycd on 
heavy and very heavy aanual labor and as altomato shift 
workors, tho rerninder being ongagod sithor on spocial 
tasks on account of spocial qualifications or on 
particularly unpleasant work in plants involving tho use 
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of acids and other dirty processes. Thoir release was 
theroforo out of the question. 

I have boon shown the above passage froc tbo ednutes of the Lud- 
wigahafon Coord of Directors Conference hold on 19 April 19A3. 
(Docunont NI 6315, Exhibit 1339). On the basis of cy official 
information, I can give tho following explanation! 

3. Dr. VURSTS always mde special of forts with rogard to food, 
for the Gcrann and foreign workers eaployod at tho plant. It was 
upon his ordor that during tbo ontiro war, wo pursued tho policy 
of classifying as high a percentage as possiblo of workors otc., 
enployod in tho plant, - both Gorsan ao wo 11 os foroign workers 
and prisonors of war, - as heavy and vory hoovy workors, in ordor 
to obtain tho corresponding aupploaontary food rations for thoso 
catogorios. In particular, we followod this policy with roepoct 
to Eastorn workors and prlsonars of war, bocouso thoir officially 
oetablishod regular ratione wore semewhat lowor than those for 
othor aortal consumers. Similarly tho workers on alternating shifts 
(that is, workors who, in plants on non-stop production work for 
12 hours and thon havo a 2 U hour break ) 
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received a supfjaaertarj food ration for shift workors, regard- 
loss of thoir nationality, unless they had alroady rocoivod a * 
supplementary ration as booty or very heavy workors or as 
workers employed for oxcosnivoly long hours. 

4. Tho expression asod in the minutes of 19 April 1943 "parti¬ 
cularly disagreeable work in plants involving the use of 
acids or cossy processes", is generally used in tho chord, cal in¬ 
dustry to characterise work for whiah "extra pay for disagroe- 
able work" (Lcostigjcoitszuschlag) is given to tho employee who 
carrlos it out. (Tho expression is baeod on tho Roieh irdinance 
for Wage Scalos for Workers in tho Chord cal Industry, dated 1 
October 1939, Article 4, Number 5a). During the war thoro was a 
so-called prico froese, - that ie, thsre wae o ban on paying wagos 
higher than th so authorized by the Ststo. In order to counteract 
tho effects of the pri*» freeze, during tho war, therefore, wo 
pursuod tho policy of designating as rai\y plants as possible 
as having "particularly disagreeable work involving tho uao of 
acids and tossy processes", so that wo could havo tho corresponding 
oxtra pay given to as cany employees os possiblo. This applied es¬ 
pecially to tho Eastern workers, who, as a result of tho ao- 
cftllod Deduction for Eastern workors providod for by tho state, 
received lowor pay than tho other workers. 

5. During.tho wooks prior to the Board of Directors Wooting of 19 

• 

April 1943, tho Regional Land Labor Offico - as is shown from tho 
contents of tho minutes - had investigated the anle / end feaalo 
Eastorn workors in our esploy, and had then 
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objoctcd that tho work dono by theso Eastern workers was not 
in keeping with regulations, that is, that tho non power froo the 
East was not boing oxploitod to tho full in our factory. VTo were 
threatened with having 300 fenale Eastern workors withdrawn from 
our plant and sent to Lorraine for hoary industry and with having 
a 3 Id lor nuebor of wooen allotted to us froo Lorraine. Vie resisted 
this plan of tho Lend Regional Labor Office on tho ono hand, be- 
causo wo wishod to save tho fenalo Baatom workors in our employ 
froo the fato of boing assignor to hoary industry in Imrralne, 
and on tho other hand, because wo did not wish to take on wooen 
from Lorraine in oxchango for the feoale Eastorn workors whom wo 
had trainod and who wore vory well broken in at our plant. In 
order to bo able* to prove to tho Regional Labor Office that 
Eastern workors in our plant, contrary to tho opinion of tho 
Rogional Labor Offico, woro boing oaployod in kooping with 
regulations", wo pointed to tho fact that 35* of our Eastern 
workors wore or^loycd as hoary and Tory hoary workors and as workors 
on alternating shifts. Tho cctlyti for tffa is obvious from ny state¬ 
ments undor Nuebor 3. The roaaining 15* of tho Eastorn workors,

wo claimed, worn to to considered as being employed either as

specialists or at "particularly disagrooablo work in plants in¬ 
volving tho uso of acids and mossy processes". Tho motive for this 
is apparent from cy statements undor Number 4. Wo wore thus able 
to make it clear to tho Regional Labor Offico. that, - as stated at 
tho end of tho (jjotod passage from tho ninutos of 19 April 1943 - 
"a release of tho Eastern workors was out of tho question"* 
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5. The explanation for the fact that thia entiro picture ma not 
oxpresaly and specifically presented in tho oinutoa of 19 
April 1943, that during the Third Reich one could net be caro- 
ful enough in coodtting such cotters to writing. It waa lnary- 
diatoly dear, howover, to every responsible ecployee of the 
plant who saw tho ednutea of 19 April 1943, that they were 
nothing ooro then r. protective oeasure for tho Saatom worker a 
eoployed by ua.

Tho LaLor Offico at Ludwigahafen on tho Rhino has informed ua 
that in tho near futuro, a group of fenalo and mlo Baatorn workers 
ia to bo transforrod to Lorraine aa quickly aa possible. Tho Regional 
Labor Offico roquoata that in return for tho Gorean women allocated 
to tho induatry during March, a rather largo nonbor of mlo and 
female Eaatom workors be releaaed, According to proviaional 
estimates, we aro thua cos^ellod to reloaao about 300 workors. The 
trnnafor itaolf ia to bo carried out in April. To our ropronontationa 
that tho Goro?n wocon are not yet thoroughly trainod at thoir place 
of work, and that up till now only an insufficient nuebor of women 
had boon allocated for alternating shifts, tho answer was giron that 
s i mil a r conditiona oxiatod core or leaa in industry aa a wholo, and 
generally spooking could not bo taken into consideration. All that 

t 

waa loft for ua to do was to try to pro-re that all our sale and 
foaalo Saatorn workors woro assigned to heavy work or to alternating 
shifts (Tfochaelachicht) and could theroforo not bo oxchangaifor 
Gorman women, fo would have to bo responsible for any such proof. 
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There wee every prospect of our haring to foleaso feoale Eastern 
workers who woro not alloyed in the abovo-nontioned tanner. 

Thus, in order to retain as aany as possiblo of our workers, 
we request that you lnfore the Personnel Dopartoent/Labor Alin- 
cation a a quickly as possible, but by 15 .’.pril 1943 at the latest, 
whether thoeo conditions concerning tho assignment of Eastern 
workers havo boon not with in your department. For this purpose, 
you aro to toll us how cany of the sale and foaale Eastern 
workers employed in your dopartaant are working as: 

a) hoevy and very heavy workors, 

b) workors on alternating shifts, 

c) other kinds cf workors.

Inspection of our Distribution of Labor, bj a Cocedssion fron tho 
Regional Labor Office. 

According to tho In tost information wo have received,' wc rust oxpoct 
that tho planned inspoction of our distribution of labor will take 
place during tho coning week. Wheroror possiblo, tho exports of the 
individual dopartaonts will be given advance notice in due course, 
and tho attonpt will bo node to bring tho ontirc Labor Alloeation 
Staff to tho conforenco. 

Tho main issuo in quostion is probably the fact that in tho opinion 
of tho Labor Office, too many laborers have boon allocated to us, 
under tho progran for tho assignment of Gomcn women as coaparod to 
other flritB. Tho authorities thorofore assume that it would bo 
possiblo to toko a rathor largo nunbor of fosalo Sastom workors froa 
us and send then to Lorrnino. As is known a grave labor shortago 
still exists in tho Lorraine heavy industry plants. This shortago 
cannot be filled by Gomans or by othor foreign ocn, so that only onlo 
and fomale Eastern workors can be considered. Tho Rogional Labor 
Offico will thoroforo try to prove to us, with ovory naans at its 
disposal, that our workors (this means workors of all kinds) wore 
not being employed on all Jobs, in a manner corresponding to the 
present grave shortago. 
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The opinion of tho Regional Labor Office has probably boon con¬ 
firmed by atAtoaeata and reporto which it tea rocoived concerning 
inadequate utilization of man-power in our plante. 

In thie connection, attention le again called to the fact that male 
and female Eastern worker a uiat be assigned to night shift work 
or to heavy work, or to work f or which Gorm'n males aro not avail¬ 
able and which ie unsuitable for German wooon. In addition, it oust 
be shown that the malo and female Eastern workora are constantly 
employed at oxtromoly strenuous work. 

Wo must oxpoct tho Coarieaion to carry out nunorous spot chocks, 
and that on tho basis of past oxporionco, it will notinspoct tho 
distribution of Eastern workors alono, but also tho work of our 
onlo and focnlo onployooa in gonoral. We thoroforo wish to ro- 
quoat you to koop all papers for your department in roadinoss, so 
that, if nocosscry, tho dosirod information can bo given to tho 

Commission. Furthermore, wo roquest that tho workers be employed 

• 

in kooping with roquirosents, because othorwiso, 

Wo must dofinitoly bo prepared to loso a considerable number of 
workers. Such a procedure would hurt os all tho xaoro gravely, 
aineo it has boon hardly possible recently to obtain any number 
of roplacosnnts worth mentioning.

Half of over j 
building xms ncant fer V-y baths, and tho othor half was n«mnt 
for tho laundering of personal laundry. V 0 built a largo stoao- 
heatod nodern kitchen with 16 cauldrons of a capacity of 300 
liters each and with two cooling plants. In tho spring of 19U3 
the **ole coop ws planted with lawns, nua- r~ue troos and fl~wor 
beds, so that the canp mvo a decidedly friondly Inprcteion. 
Inspito of the canent shortage, all the roads and walks in tho 
Canp were cenented in the intorost cf cleanliness. 
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Vfeon the fenale Ihstern wirters, sad especially the Ukrainian wean, 
»nted to*'decorate their roons, they even received pictures as veil 
as crl«rrd paper and other decorativo vrtlcles fron the plant, 
so that they O’old fashion fren It the decorations on windows, 
doors, and wills that wore custoaary In their country. Sho aess 
halls of tho ca^> were without exception provided with a voodon 
floor and voro furnished In such a wiy that theatricals and other 
cntortalnnont could toko place thore. 

10.) iho food rations granted V tho Eastern vorieors by tho 
food offices wore so deficient that Dr. WRS 7 T* V017 soon pr.vo 
pernlsslon to incr.'aso the so rations, by circuavonting official 
regulations, frea the food stochs that voro lrmoA ty tho agricultural 
authorities to vipplceont rations for tho Goman vorieors.

I oan still rcocabor that he, in porson, and aoro than once, or¬ 
dered tho oeonraio djpartnent of the plant to 1 «suo Additional 
rations to tho Shstcrn w'rtrrs, of course within tho scopo of 
provalont conditions at tho tiao. 

Beginning with the spring of 19^3, a sales store %ns installed 
vhoro Thstcrn vorters could Viy additional vegetables, fruits, 
etc. Another sales stcrc wis establlshod for soiling Jovolry and 
smll ovary day artlclos. 
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11 . ) Khen the Sisters wmrfcer■ arrived, they were usually very 
badly dressed and had only very bed footgear. Accrr'ing to existing 
regulations, the oconoeslc offices could not Isaac thee artlclos 

of clothing or shoes. ftoreapen, partly froo their own supplies, 
and partly by donations of snplcyeos, the plant Issued enough ar¬ 
ticles °f clothing so that all of the !h stern workers oould bo 
fully supplied. Ihls also ws a nor.sure which was deeply appreciated 
by tho Staters workers. 

12. ) For tho nodical care of tho Sistcrn w>rkors, a dispensary, 
hospital, and day nursery were established In the canp. Bo sides 
those, there wis 'f coureo a fualgatlon plant In which tho olnthos 
of the Sistcrn workers woro disinfected In regular intervals. 

Social care «s taken with nodical attention in tho canp. 3ho 
department ms hoaded by a Russian canp physician, >. 3IXTC3, who 
i*is aided by a Russian lay assistant as well as one. or tw> nursos 
and sovoral nursos' aides. Apart fr~a that, tho Ooman plant phy¬ 
sicians oad.o dally Inspection t^urs. Iho ca=p lnnatcs wore always 
In 6«-*d health. Bior« never were any cpldmics or excosslvo cases 
of Illness. 

Man)' children wore born in tho canp itself, I should cstlonto 
ab-.ut SO to 90 In the c'-urso «f tlno. 3ho aotheih«od protection of 
tho Thstcrn traen writers wns always subject to special govonv- 
nontal regulations. 3eyond those regulations, tho plant aanarooent t. 
rulod that expectant aothere h.-/. U be cnoloyod in tho canp 
kitchons with light 
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writ already. a considerable tine before sotkor's protection as 
provided'by law wuld apply, and that, after nothor's protection 
had expired, they could re-Ain in tho wap kitchen. Mothers 
wore generally eoplcyed in the kitchen up to U to 5 ninths after they 
had given birth; in addition, nursing aethers were poraitted. to 
go back to tho crop during the nursing hours in order to nurse 
their infants. 

Oio infants wero issued taby things. Biore were baby nursos engagod 
for the caro of the children. Mothers and children, thanks to the 
excellent aedical care they received, wero always in excellent 
hoalth. I don't know of any casos of infant nr.rtality. 

Vith tho sarriod coirplos anrng 
tho Astern w-rkors also caae ehildrcn who woro still obligod to 
go - to school - as far ns I kn'w, this happened contrary to tho re¬ 
gulations issued by tho Ooraan authorities. 5 hoso children ro- 
celvod instruction fr'o a EiiB'lan wann teacher in a hut which w\o 
fumirfiod especially for this purp-so ty tho plant aanaeooort. 
Sd.ucc.ti.inal natcrial, notebooks, and writing alt rial was alr> 
nado available by tho plant. Oics© children Oio woro goinc to 
school wero not obllrod to porf-ra any kind of wit during their 
free tiao. 

Minors Wio wore a> linger going to sch'ol wero treated in tho 
saao nannor as tho c'Tparablo ago group nc^ng the Gomans. *hfO r 
cculd either bocone apprenticed to a craftsman or thoy could pcrfrrn 
lifht wort ns nossengers or kitchen holp. for the training of 
tho young Diatom witters, instruction courses wore given in 
which thoy could learn various trades, for instnneo cabinet raking, 
l'cksoi th 1 s wirt, or electrician; nany Ifcstom workers utilized this 
opportunity with diligence.

Part -f the ness hall ms fixod up as a stage, rsawial, points, 
etc., for nalcing scen.-ry woro pr-vldod, and stage lifting was 
installed. itasslan plays were aadc available, and, as long ns 
tho cnap wsirt objected to continual airraids, regular porfrr- 
nancos of tho various artistic ,-roups t-ok place. Diosc evenings 
woro very well nttendert, and contributed appreciably towards nnking 
tho llfo of the Bvstcrn workers nore ccof rtablo. 

O10 Svstorn Vr rkcr's Choir with its .winy excellent voiees was 
regardod as an outstanding ch^ml group. ?r->o tlao to tL-10 novios 
wore also sh-.wn that were very well attendod. 

In tho c-urso of tlao, tho plant nanago.*.cnt established a Russian 
library for tho uso of the Shsturr. miners; Russian litrmturo ms 
distributed In the 'ay r n ns mil a 8 variant gwacs, li'to 
choso, halan, an*' thors. 
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In the opring end summer, Russian folk dancing evenings could be 
held on a large square which was ceoonted especially for this 
purpose. There was a loudspeaker on this dancing square which 
reproduced radio and record programs. The d-nce group of the 
Eastern workors occasionally also gave recitals in a hall bo- 
longing to tho plant for a n audience coepoaod of foreign workers 
of different nationality os well as Gorans, and received special 
coicpenaation for those performances in tobacco rations, linon, etc. 

S i mil a r thoatrical grour.s among the othor nationalities also 
gavo thoir porforer.ncos in the Eastern Heritors oaop. 

In addition, ^orts wore carried on, tho requisite olothing and 
equipment being providod by tho plant. Tho Eastern workors had 
thoir own football and handball teams, which played satchos against 
teams of othor nationalities. 

Uorooter, Eastorn workors who wero particularly skilful oould 
do woodwork, natal work, basket weaving and sowing in craft shops. 

At Ohrlstcas 1943, an exhibition of this work was hold for 
tho first tiro and was very successful. 

In addition, language courses wore held so that tho Eastern 
workers could loarn Goran. A plant engineer had published a prinor 
which transmitted tho vocabulary needed for overydoy purposes in 
an ontortaining end original Banner. 
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15.) Under tho rovulations of the Reichsfuohror SS, the Eastern 
*»rkora wero forbidden to attend any religious services. In Lud- 
wigahafon itself tfwre were two priests who hold regular religious 
sorvicoa for the Russian eaigre colony. Ono of thoso two priests, 

G. STCHER3ININ, triod to obtain permission to hold sorvicoa in tho 
cacp, but tho Gestapo would not allow it. 3ut at least wo succeeded 
in gotting this prioat admitted in order to christen 23 nowly- 
born children shortly boforo Easior 1943. 

Lator.aony Eastern workers attended roligious services during 
thoir Sunday outings. 

In tho carp an Eos torn workor n\=nd KA3ANSVISH, *>o had boon 
a deacon, hold prayor noetlngs for snail groups, tfo triod to borrow 
a Russian 3iblo and altar piocos for Horr KADAKSVISH fron orthodox 
priosts, but tho/ disapproved of tho conducting of roligious sorvicoa 
by a laynan and rofusod. 

In tho Eastern workers can; thore were also a nurbor of 3aptists, 
who regularly held religious sorvices onong thcaoolvos and 
wore given tho opportunity to do so rogularly.

1 1 0dear HJEXAHIT, residing in Lu'wlgehafen on the Rhine, Voohlcr- 
stmsso 11 , haying been cautlonc-* that I rnn'er i^«elf liable 
to punlshnent for faleo statement, hereby declare on oath 
that ny statcuont oenfome to the truth and that It wi oado to 
be outs IttoA ae ovtdonce before the Hilitary Tribunal at tho 
Prile.ce of Justice In Suernborg, Oeraany. 

On 17 Juno 1917 I ontoroA tho osploy of tho Ludvlgshafov- 
Oppau plant which bclongud to what later beoaae tho 10 farbon 
In-*u«trle Aktlongo*cll*cfaaft; .hiring tho war I wna chlof of tho 
payroll ecctlon In Ludwlgshafcn. In thle capacity I wae during 
tho vnr In charge of the ontlro wrge calculation including tho 
mgoe of foreign worker*. On tho ba*l* of ny ©xporloncoe thoro 
I oa Info me A about tho following facte ccncornlng the treatment 
of Zhstcrn woikora In tho LuAwlgrfiafcn-Oppon plant: 

1. In thoory tho Shot ora virkcrerocolYod tho er.uo wngoe a* 
any othor foreign W'rkor, tot In offect they only rocolvod a 
very snail not wneo on ecoount of the Rolch Law rogulatlone 
which pr-rldoA fora Tory high <*oductlon for Jh*tcra v>rkors. 

Or. VURSTZR as plant r-an-gcr of the LuAwlcehafcn-Cppau plant, 
to vhoa I reported directly at Certain Interval* concerning 
tho problcc of wago calculation, »«• groatly worried about 
this pay of tho >«tera worker*; 
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with reference to the wage calculation of the foreign workera In 
general and the Eastern workers In particular he lnetruetod ne 
repeatedly In casos of doubt always to decide In fav-r of tho 
employee.

U. As no st of the Bistern workers arrived at tho Lud.wigshafon-Oppatu 
plant with very inadequate clothing, tho plant nanng<ncnt, fol¬ 
lowing Dr. VD5ST3R 1 ■ lnltlrtlvo.ln Hovoaber and Deccobor 19 U 2 
arranged for a largo scale clothing drive on behalf of tho 
Distorn w>rkors. Bio plant Viught apparol in largo quantities 
and all sale and fonalo Sistorn lairkers without exception ro- 
ceivod an entire now outfit. According to lcml regulations 
tho Distorn werkors had to bo charged also with the oxponso for 
those clothes. However, Dr. WRS7ZR on his own responsibility 
:»v 0 tho directive that in all cases in which tho deduction for 
tho s«5>ply of clothing would cause hardship to tho person con¬ 
cerned, no deduction was to bo nadc; the result of this dlroo- 
tivo wos that in effect not a singlo nalc or feaalo ihstorn 
worker had to pay for the clothing provided by the plant. 
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5 . Uj^n arrival, the payroll section always ax re the Bxstern workors 
an advance paynont of 2 K 10 ,— so that they should hare gone 
pocket aoney until the firet payday. Contrary to lofpl ro¬ 
gations, and in compliance with Ik. WESr3'» directire 

there v«s not a tingle cnee In tdxich a future deduction wr.s 
nadc for thl■ advance paynont. 

6 . In conclusion I should like to say that !k. VUSS73 took vory 
groat trouble over the welfare of tho fnreif® workors and 

in particular the Xastcrn workers, and ho dovoted h la so If in 
the aost self of facing narxor, partly taking great p or so ml 
risks, to tho task of helping the Eastern workers in evory 
possible wiy.

At first X was assisted as first cook In the kitchen which 
was serving primarily Slovak workers. 7hls was done mainly bocauso I 

know what the Slovaks liked to eat and therefore could more easily 
comoly with the wishes of the Slovaks.

In the kitchen in which I worked at first, some throe hundred to 
four hundred people were fed In the beginning.

Hot and cold water was available at 
all times. Tor the purpose of preparing the meals, ve had four electrls

rarlous r.atlenalitle* Were explored a* helper*. 

During the year* 19-13 t- 1915. I vee aaoloyed In tho kitchen 

which fed the worker* froa teilt, The kitchen lteelf *ae eren more

beautiful than the er.e In Carp I. it was the cost beautiful kitchen 
of all the cosaunlty caepa; it wa* equipped with sixteen 300-1 *teaa 
vat*, four electric dump fryer*, two electric stove*, four electric 
broiler* and two Beat grlndor*. About one hundred people, mostly 
HuBeioc wosen, were mpl^ved a* heluer*. Two th-usand flro hundrod 
to threo thousand oeoole were fed here dally. The food wao olentlful 
aiid wholeaoae and Prepared only with the beet caterlalo. Tho *taplo 
food* were dellr*rod to ua one* a wook on the baola of our rerv.laltlon.

The Savin gs 3ank for Eastern 'Workers . 

The Savings Bank for Eastern Workers, which has been in existence 
for over a year, has boon reorganized. Up to new, deposits have 
been caepletoly unplanned, but new they aro aado dependent on the 
oarninga. Fully eoployod persons pay four narks a month, young people 
two marks and B» tern workers who are sick do not have to pay anything 
during the poriod thoy are unable to work. Through this reorganization 
we now hare an orderly pay non t. The deposits havo increased fron 
approximately throe hundred marks per month to approximately four 
thousand five hundred narks after the reorganization. Aftor tho 
oxpoctod change in tho income of tho Eastern workers, a doubling of 
tho doposits will bo possible without noticoablo cffoct on tho 
individuals.

1. On 21 May 1940, I was drafted into the iVehrmecht and my 
first assignment was with a motorized infantry unit'. ..s I 
am suffering from a kidney complaint, I was transferred 
in January 1941 to the P0‘.« camp St^lag 12B at •Ludwigshmfon 
on the Rhine. In March 1944 I was essignod to work detail 
1000 B, which at first was located in ennp I, and later 
on in camp V, of the IG Pi.- nt at Midwigshnfon on the Rhine 
and tho inmates of which wero primarily comnittod for 
work nt the ^udwigshafen Oppau IG.Plant. St first I was 
a guard for a short period, and later on I was trans¬ 
ferred to the modics. I stayed with work dotril 1000 B 
until 16 March 1945. There, I was tho raodiccl corps firrst 
class private(Gofroiter) in chrrge of tho dispensary: 

I was assisted in my work by modics who had been picked 
from the tanks of the prisoners of war, and by a P07/ • 
physician. 

2. The accomodation of the crimp POT.s assigned to detail 

1000 B, which camp had to be mede available to tb, e './ehx nacj 
by tho IG for this specific purpose, 
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2. was excellent. Tho camp had a spacious layout. The 
housing bar.acks with an average of approximately 
10 to 12 men in one room were excellently equipped 
and had electric lighting. The bath barrecks were 

equipped with modernistic bathtubs and showers,which 
the PO-s could use day and night, anl where .they could 
hove 'cold and Hot showers. To all intents end purposes 
the PO.. billets were in no way different-from-the billets 
provided for other 9c?loypos r nd workers ol .th^I.G. 
Ludfligshafon, who lived in com unal crmdfc; 

3. Eaoh camp had its own dispensary consisting of one con¬ 
sulting room -'nd threo sick rooms. The sick peoplo 
could use two bathtubs with running cold and hot water 
as well as .7Cs, which had boon installed in tho dispen¬ 
sary barracks. Surgical instruments and dressing material 
wore almost exclusively sappSSpiltd the camp .Vohrmacht 
administration by tho IG, which fact made it possible 
that we were et qll times exceedingly woll supplied 
with those itoms. It was not until the latter part of 
1944 that tho dispensary was completely destroyed by an 
pir raid , and it was et this period that the ..rmy 
authorities took over dressing material ind surgical 
instrument supplies fc. the c~mp. 

4. Th. c-mp in which detail 1000 B was billcttod was undor 
tho command of tho 7ehraacht. Civilians including IG 
employees were only permitted to enter tho camp with 

a pass 1 ssucd by the c~np commander. The IG management, 
cspocially the manager of the storage and supply 
department, ere, hoover, always endeavoring to 
support and assist tho -ehraacht camp administration 
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as best as they could, so that they could complete 
their tasks, and c-re for the welfare of the prisoners 
of war. 

Health welfare activities for the POTs of dotail 1000 B 

were initially in the hands of the •Vebrmacht. However, 

in cases of Accidents or emergency sick cases, the 

P0*8, during working hours, wore entitled tbcconsult 

the IG's civilian physiscians, who m such cases treated 

then like all other employees of the I"- Piont. If it had 

become neoesscry to admit a P03 into the dispensary 

or the hospital, the IG always sent their own ambulance, 
as the pr3ionor cnap did not-havo its own-ambulance, 
and the c-lling In of r. Red Cross caf from tdwn 
usually took’ too much time. 

During all the time from 1941 until 1945 I was able 
to observe that PO-s while working in the IG plant wero 
always treatod corroctly. There hasn't boon one 
occasion where I could notice and conclude that a P0« 
was treated badly in the IG plcnt, or even maltreated. 

In tho dispensary I havo never treated a FOw who showed 
tracos of maltroatmontj also, Ive nev.r seen n P0.7 in 
tho camp who showed traces of such naltreatments. 

As I was tho Private First Class medic in charge of tho 
dispensary, I could not possibly havo failed to discover 
traces of maltreatment on PO s, if they had been 
maltreated during their work in the 10 Pl*nt. 
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7. Neither do I know of ?ny cases whereby a French P07 
was shot at in the latter half of 1944, which incident 
allegedly happened in the IG plant and the plant 
guards shot the POT nor that this particular POJ 
later on died from his wounds. If it Is an actual 
fact that the French POT was shot at in the IG plant, 
and having received treatment in the dispensary for 
several days, was then transferred to a hospital 
where he had died, I, as the Private First Class 
medic in charge of the dispensary could not have 
failed to notice this fact; besides, any such incident 
would have caused a virtual upheaval, and eventually 
the superior Tohraacht authorities wAuld heve been 
irformod, and then would have started an investigation 
of tho case. I also have no knowledge of e. case whera 
a POT Russian was allegedly shot at in the IGPlant . 

8. As for the food supplies for tho PO./s, tho rations 
were always fixed by the Government authorities setting 
down c standard ration. Tho kitchen of dotnil 1000 b 
was lnsldo tho camp, and tho cooks wore mostly taken 
from the ranks of P0..8 of all nationalities. The 
storage and supply department of the IG looked after 
purohawitg of food for tho crop, and they also ende¬ 
avored to support and assist tho coop kitchen in pre¬ 
paring a nutritious and palatable diet. Every weak the 
storage and supply department of tho IG issued a menJC, 
which was forwarded to tho main P0.7 comp of the '.ehr'^ocl. 
where it was checked whether the prescribed caloric 
values wero complied with, /ftorwqrds, the menu,’ 
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was returns*, and I c"-n remember that 3van in 1944 
the daily caloric values wore approximating 3000 
units. I myself had been instructed to conduct daily 
food checks for its quality end nutritious value. There¬ 
fore, I eta confirm from sjy own personal experience 
that the 9078 actually received those items which 
ware markai down on the menu issued by the storage 
and supply department. It simply is not true if a 
former P07 of detail 1000 b testified as a witness: 

"In the nornins we received a cup of coffee, if you 
want to call it th't. ?or lunch we were given a soup, 

For supper we received one boiled potato rnd a slice 
of broad, in addition once ofc twice a week a tiny pieoo 
of meat which was hardly fit for human consumption; 
furthermore, we recoivod carrots as many as wo liked, 
Just ordinary carrots (Stcckruoben)." Even right up to 
the end food supplies for F0»s of detail 1000 b wore 
good and sufficient. I myself and my comiados of the 
'..ehmcoht guard detail in the camp often said that wo 
would prefer to oxch nge our "chrmacht chow for P0.7 food 

I wish to st-te that the Storage and Supply Department 
of tho IG always endeavored to procur- additional food 
supplies for the POV over and •bovo the official rations 
08 pecially on holidays, and in the m'.jority of cases 
they were successful to supply some supplementary food 
for the PO/s. 
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9. During tho whole of the time >as witit detail 1000 b I 
never noticed any signs of general undernourishment. 

In individual cases it did happen though that a P0.7, 
who simply could not stand the camp diet, suffered, fro: 
hunger edema, but all those P07s were then given a 
special diet as prescribed by a physician, which was 
specially cooked in the crop kitchen, with the result 
that tho hunger edema disappeared altogether. 

I recall that on one occasic^tho camp was inspected 
by a commission of the Gcr.ev/ Cross; I ay so If was prose 
in the office when tho result of the inspection was 
discussed between Red Cross representatives and the 
camp coa lander. On that occasion the Rod Cross repre¬ 
sentatives generally praised tho camp. 

10 . Clothing and footwear supplic«3for the P0.7 was in the 
hands of the eohraacht. Nevertheless, the Storage 
and Supply Department of the 10 Plant frequently 
took it upon itself to assist in requiring supplies. 
Then on ono occasion there was a shoo shortage in tho 
c-mp, the Storage end Supply Department delivered 

50 pairs of woodeh shoos with leather uppers without 
charge, in order to r.oot i'.'mediate demands. 

11 . Until 26 July 1944 the P0- main ernp (Stria,,) had 
issued an order prohibiting tholanvin* of the c'-ap 
by PO’.s during air raids. Up to this time they were 
ordered to shelter in tho concrete tranches of tho 
crap just as the ^erman soldiers who were in the ?0 
camp. 
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Fjr the first tine on 26 July 1944, casualties 
occunod in the camp because of an air raid, which 
w^re caused by one single aerial floating mine, a 
specially heavy one, which hit the camp rnd killed many 
POVs. In this connection I would like to mention that t’ 
IG Plant assisted the c'-sp as much as possible in order 
to alleviate the bad effects of this disaster; even b 
before the all- clear was sounded several plant ambulan¬ 
ces arrived following my phone call, and afterwards an 
additional number of trucks arrived in the camp from 
the Plantj shortly afterwards two factory physicians 
rnd other gentlemen df the plAnt management appeared 
on the scene in order to assist in the first aid 
measures. 

Shortly after this event the camp concander gave 
permission that during air raid attacks the PO.Vs could 
take shelter in the IG Plant shelters. 

However, some of the POHs preferred to go into the es¬ 
pecially bombproof tunnels of the autobahn bridge 
neat Fr.nkenthal, which were also used by the civilian 
population of the surrounding villages because of its 
special bombproof equipment, and which wes widely 
used. In order to get to the autobahn bridge, the 
BO«s had to walk for 20 to 25 minutes (approcimately 
2 kilometers); they went there without gu~rd, and Tnny 
of them made special arrangements, because of the 
increasing ferocity and frequency? of the air raids, 
by simply going to the autobahn bridge every evening, 
sleeping there, and returning for work the following 
morning. 
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12 . I know that the IG also did everything tc entertain 
the P07s of detail 1000 b. Thus, the IG frequently 
showed movies to the P07s f and I also remember 
that the IG mie available plant owned sporting 
grounds for the use of the P07s. The POts themselves 
had organized an orchestra and an acter's groups. I am 
unable to furnish deteils in how far the IG supported 
the prisoners in their above mentioned activities.

I made entries in a labor allocation register about the 
civilian foreign workers and the prisoners of wart| 
monthly allocation reports, end looking through this 
book I noticed that the PO.J k-rcel Grer.ot, P05, 

No. X/ 5317, had been allocated in the plant warehouse , 
25 November 1944, for clearing up work after an air riid. 
On the checkins date 25 December 1944 3ranot|*as sick 
qlso on the following checking dates: 

25 January 1945, 25 February 1945 and 25 “arch 1945. 


I, Eugene Schornhaeuser, born 22 Llay 1891 at i-udwigshafen 
on the Rhine, at present residing at Ludwigshafen on the 
Rhine J Koernerstrasse 18, have been duly warned that 
I render myself liable to punishment if I make a false 
affidevit. I declare on oath that my statement is the 
full truth and th-'t it has been made in order to be 
submitted as evidence before the Uilitary Tribunal at the 
Palace of Jastice, Nuernberg, Germany. 

I'm an electrician by profession, and since 5 February 
1917 I have been working with the IG Farbenindustrie Aktic 
gesellschaft, Ludwigshafen onthe Rhine, in the Oppau 
Electrical Plant. Since 1944, I have been a master elec¬ 
trician in the Oppau electrical plant. During the war 
civilian foreign workers and prisoners of war worked in 
my plant, replacing the German workers who had been 
drafted, These workers performed the same*type of work 
as their German comrades. As all of them were electri¬ 
cians, they were only employed for special Jobs; they 
did not do any especially heavy work. 
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The daily working schedule was Aha. same for everybody, 
with work starting at 0700 tillfnours, and again from 12' 
hours till 1745 hours. On Saturdays the work schedule 
ran from 0700 hours until 1300 hours. Sunday was free, 
also for tha P07s. In the majority of cases P07s did 
not start work in the morning between 07:15 and 07730 
hours, and left their places of work between 1700 and 
1715 hours, after they had r. wash before leaving off 
work. lashing facilities were within the workshop 
and accessible at all times, also to the POWs. 

It repeatedly occurred after air raids- that the whole 
staff including the P03s - were det-iled to do clearing 
up chores; however, this type of work was not particular 
her.vy. During air raid attacks both PO.s and foreign 
workers, like the Germans, were permitted to go into the 
plant air raid shelters. 

During working time the P07a were nover guarded by iraed 
plant guards. They worked in one work det-il together 
with other ^or^cers* 4 % Garoan worker who ilso worked 
in this detail wr.s in chrrge of them. The plant did not 
sund out special supervisors for P0’~s. The work detail 
was mostly employed somewhere in the Oppau plant, 
recording to the jobs which h*d to bo performed, or 
somewhere else if other plants hid put in requests 
for electricians; this happened above ill in the 
plants Op 590 and Op 767. 
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I h've never received any complaints about too long 
e working schedule or too heavy work, and did not receive 
any such complaints from any of the French PO-s either.

2. ) In orderod those food quantities b~sod on the ration

Each P07 was in a special group according to his 
work output, either under the classification of regu¬ 
lar worker, overtime worker, or worker performing tho 
heaviest typo of work. Each PO.' received a meal ticket

4. ) I and ?OS cooks compiled the menus for the individual

5. ) The kitchen equipment was excellent. In the beginning 

we had sixteen boller3 with * capacity of 300 liters, 
Ahich were increased to eighteen later on, tvjo 
electric faying pans, one electric oven, r. “niversal 
m-chine for peeling potatoes and preparing of vegetnb. 
and a large moat mincer. The quality of the food 
•.ve received was always bove board, ar.d we never used 
fdodstuffs for preparing me-ls which wore not fit 
for hunen consumption. 

6. ) Gonorally the ?0»s wore very well fed. Thoro wore frq* 

quentlfood chocks. I h've not heard that anyone was 
undernourished. 

7. ) Other hygionic conditions in the c-mp were equally 

good, fhere wore two bath houses equipped with 
sufficient br.th installations ns veil as with hot 
and cold running water, and n decontamination bnrracki 
this latter barracks is still standing. 

8. ) There were excellent shelters inside the camp for 

use during air raids, hen later or., toward the end 
of 1944, 'ir raids occurred increasingly, the PO is 
wdre permitted 
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to go to the air-r^ids shelters in the plant, or 
use the shelters in tho bridge- head of the Auto¬ 
bahn near Frankonthal. 

9*)For the most part the German population from the 
villages of Onpau and Edighelm used those shelters 
in the bridgehead, although they had a long dis¬ 
tance to go until they got there, a distance which 
was at any rate greater tfcrn the one from C'-rnp V 
to this bridgehead. Tho POV.s thonselves were not 
obliged nor were they compelled by us to use this 
bridgehead; they wore permitted to use r plant 
shelter, which was about five to ten minutes away from 
the camp.

measures as fir ns oup paving of PO"s is concerned. 

1. Polish P3/s who are not doing piece work are being 

paid a monthly wage of not more than R1S 13. — , which i3 
a daily pay of 50 Pfg. for all working dnys. ..ccording 
to this order, Sund'y work cannot be sped lly paid 
for if continuous work during working deys has been 
allocated. Provisions havo been mado, hov.cvor, to pay 
them a special bonus which must not excised RM 5» — 
per month. 

2. French PO/s. The permissible monthly wage scalo to bo 
paid out in this caso amounts to Hi! 18. — , which, if 
split up, corresponds to r total working time of 26 
days at Ki 0.70 per day. In this case, too, it is not 
permissible to pay any additional remunerations for 
Sunday work. It is, however, possible tp pay the Frdnch 
PO-8 a monthly bonus up to RH 5.20. 

3. The only way by which we can secure a bett.r remuneration 
for the PO.s is their allocation to piece work..'If they 
do piece work it is possible to pay thorn up to an 
additional thirty percent of their hourly piece rates.

I have been employed os a graduated Engineer with the 
Badlsohe Anllln- & Soda-Fabrlk In Ludwlgahofen/Rheln 
olnoo l ot July 1929, 3inoo February 193B until to-day 
I have beon working without Interruptions as safety 
engineer at the Ludwlgehafen plant and ao euoh I wao 
directly subordinated to Dr. Carl WUR37ER. I received 
all ray offlolal instructions directly from him in 
his oap-olty as plant manager. My work as safety 
engineer oonslittioln creating the neoesoary ln- 
otallatlono to prevent aooldcnts, to enlighten employees 
In rogard to nooldent prevention and to work on all 
questions oonneoted therewith. 

My wife Is a Jewess. From this faot considerable 
difficulties have arisen under the natlonalsoalallat 
regime.

nent8. On 1 Jrn. 1947 I wee appointed by the plant 
management ps heed of Personnel Section III (Krtters 
pertaining to university graduates). 

Pron ny work I lerrnod thrt Diroktox Dr. '.7DRSTER hrd 
p very specirl socirl sensitivity fox the German po 
well cs the foreign members of the firm. In this 
connection I would like to refer to the rppeels 
unde rt thrt time, in which the plrnt nrnrgenont 
requested contributions of clothesi for the benefit 
of the foreign workers. In the spd 5 nrnner the 
employees of the plrnt were rlwrys helped by our 
welfare orgrnizrtion without regrrd their poli¬ 
tical beliefs. I know of ccses where 'J>r. VURSTER, 
rfter cir rrids, offered his own porsoxrl help to 
the victims. 
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However, the help thet the Jews, the socalled 
helf Jews end the German employees nerried to 
Jewesses received froa the plcnt management, i.e. 
through Direktor Dr. BURSTER, in spite of the 
constant pressure from the National Socirlist autho¬ 
rities rt thet time, deserves to be especially empha¬ 
sized. For instance, tho plant nanegement of that 
tine erneged to seve those persons who would hrvo 
been sent to work in tho Orgcnizction TODT etc. cs 
c result of directives froa Berlin. 

On tho brois of .''vcilcble records 1 hevo prepared 
a. chert which is appondod to thir affidavit. On 
this chart I hrvo first listed the Jowish cnployceo 
who worked in our plcnt during the Hitler period, 
cccording to thoir position, end tho beginning end 
onding drtes of thoir onploynent. In the last co¬ 
lumn I hrvo shown their sclrrics end tho otrtistics 
of their pny changes in detail. This chert furthor 
contains c list of the socrllod half Jens and om- 
ployocs carriod to Jews who worked for tho plant 
in Hitler's tine. All throe categories are shown 
on tho chrrt cccording to tho srr-.o system. From tho 
last column "Payments and Salary Development" you 
can in oach c^se see that the cnployocs listed on 
tho chrrt continued to receive payments despite 
tho fret thrt they were no longer active and had 
loft tho firm, and that the employees who remained 
with tho plant wore given salary increases in spite 
of tho fact that they were not allowed promotions. 
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Kao plcnt ocnrgecent, under the lor.dcrship of Dr. 
T7URSTER, trcrted the cbove nentionod persons very 
goncrously in spite of the drngers connected there¬ 
with, even though they could heve diochcrgod ell 
of their obligrtions, even without trking rdvrntrgo 
of Nationrl Socirlist decrees, by prying the 6 months 
notice required by the contrrcts.

by Br. Surstor. 

It could be clonrly soon fron privoto conversations with Dr. 
burster that ho was thoroughly opposed to tho whole Saei 
ideology as wo 11 as tho practice out of his pronouncodly donocrr.tic- 
politlcnl opinions and Christian rollgiouo sontlrvjnts. Togothor 
with other politically nttackod persons I highly' appreciated, t.jnt 
Dr» ftirster, in fVill conststonoy,twico openly rofusod to Join' tho 
Party in 1937/30, in epito of tho fact that ho was twico lnvitod to 
do so. Of courso, when ho had boon pronotod to (plant nangor)
